T is a great Pleafure to me, that, at the Clofe of this 
f Seffion of Parliament, I am able to acquaint you, 
that the Hopes I had conceived and given you, of feeing 
very fuddenly a happy Period put to the Troubles and 
Diforders which had been fo long apprehended, aré now, 
by the Treaty figned at Vienna, anfwered and accom-

. A Proje& of a Convention betwixt the Emperor and 
the Maritime Powers, for accommodating the Diffe- 
rences and Difputes that were fubfifting, having been 
formed, the Treaty is concluded and figned by me and 
the Emperor, and is now under the Confideration of the 
States General ; the Forms of that Government not ad- 
mitting a previous Concert in a Negotiation of this Na- 
ture: And, as this Treaty principally regards the Exe- 
cution of the Treaty of Seville, it is likewife commu- 
nicated to the Courts of Franze and Stain, as Parties to 
the Treaty of Seville: And I have juft received Advice, 
that the Ratifications between me and the Emperor are 
exchanged. ° ’ 

The Conditions and Engagements which I have en- 
tered into upon this Occafion, aré agreeable to that ne- 
ceflary Concern which this Nation muft always have 
for the Security and Prefervation of theBallance of Power 
in Europe 5 and as the uncertain and violent State of 
Affairs, to which Europe was reduced, and the Mif- 
chiefs of an immediate general War, which began to be 
thought unavoidable, are now removed: This happy 
Turn duly improved, with a juft Regard to our former 
Alliances, which it fhall be my Care to preferve, gives 
usa favourable Profpe& of feeing the Publick Tran- 
quillity re-eftablifhed. : ; 
"Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 

I return you my Thanks for the effe&tual Supplies 
which you have granted me for the Service of the pre- 
fent Year, and for the proper Difpofition you have 
made of the Publick Funds,  salb leffening and dif- 
charging the National Debt; the remarkable Difpatch 
and Unanimity which you have fhewn at this critical 
Conjunéture, has added very much to the Credit and 
Weight of your Proctedings ; and you fhall find as great 
a Readinefs on my Part to eafe the Burthers of my Peo- 


ple, 
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ple, as foon as the Circumftances and Situation of Affairs 
will admit of it, as you have fhewn to raife the Sup- 
plies neceflary for the Service of the Publick, 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

I hope at your Return into the Country, you will 
find all Attempts to raife a Spirit of Difcontent among 
my People, by unjuft Clamours and Mifreprefentations, 
vain and ineffef&tual. All malicious Infinuations to the 
Prejudice of my Meafures muft furely vanifh, when it 
fhall appear, that my firft and principal Care has been 
for the Intereft and Honour of this Kingdom: Let it be 
your Endeavour to remove all groundlefs — and 
Apprehenfions, that the Satisfa€tion of the Nation may be 
as general, as it is my earneft Defire that their Happinefs 
may be; let all my People, let all Orders of Men en- 
joy, quietly and unenvy’d, the Rights, Privileges, and 
Indulgences, which by Law they are entitled to ; let 
no Innovations difturb any Part of my Subjeéts in the 
Poffeffion of their legal Property ; let all that are zea- 
lous in the Support of me and my Government, partake 
in common the Benefits of the prefent happy Ettablith- 
ment; and let your Good-will to one another be as ex- 
tenfive as my Protection, which all my good and faith- 
ful Subjets have an equal Right to, and may equally 
depend upon.

During this Seffion, a fecond Penfion-Bill was brought 
into the Houfe of Commons, and paifed that Houfe; 
but was, like the former, rejeSted by the Houle of 
Peers. This Bill being fomewhat different from the 
ether, we fhall here infert the following Copy of it.

May it pleafe your moft Excellent Majefty, 

HAT it may be Enaéted, and be it Enaéted by the 

King’s moft Excellent Majeftv, by and with the 
Advice and Confent of the Lords Spiritual and Tempo- 
ral, and Commons in this prefent Parliament affem- 
bled, and by the Authority of the fame, That from and 
after the 24th Day of une, 1731, noPerfon who thall 
be elected a Member to ferve in the Houfe of Commons, 
thall vote or fit in the faid Houfe, during any Debate 
there, after their Speaker is chofen, until fuch Member 
fhail from Time to Time, and in Mauner following, firft 
take the Oath herein after mentioned, and fubfcribe the 
fame ina Parchment Roll, to be provided by the Clerk 
of the Houfe of Commons for that Purpofe, viz. 


I A.B. do folemnly and fincerely fwear, that I have not 
direétly or indireétly, any Penfion daring Pleafure, or for 
any Number of Years, from the Crown, nor any Office in 
Part, or in the Whole, from the Crown, held for me, or for 
my Benefit, by any Perfon whatfoever : And I do folemuly 
and fincereiy promife and fwear, that I «will not receive, 
accept, or take, direétly or indireétly, during the Time of 
wry Leing q@ Member of this Parliament, any Penfion during 
Pleasure, or for any Number of Years, or any other Gra- 
tuity or Reward whatfoever, or any Office from the Crown, 
zo be held for me, or for my Benefit, in Part, or in the Whole 
thereof, by any Perfon whatfoever, without fignifying the 
fame to this Houfe, within Fourteen Days after I have re- 
ceived or accepted the fame, if the Parliament Ze then fit- 
zing, or within Fourteen Days after the next Meeting of 
tne Parliament. So help me God. 


Which faid Oath fhall be in this and every fucceeding 
Parliament, folemnly and publickly taken and fub- 
fcribed by every fuch Member of the Houfe of Com- 
mons, at the Table in the Middle of the faid Houfe, at 
the fame Time that he takes the other Oaths by Law 
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dire&ted to be taken, whilft a full Houfe of Commons is 
there duly fitting with their Speaker in his Chair. 

And be it further ena&ted, that if any Member fo ta- 
king the Oath, and fubfcribing as before directed, fhall, 
at the Time of taking the faid Oath, have any Penfion 
during Pleafure, or for any Number of Years, or any 
Office from the Crown, in Part, or in the Whole, held 
in Truft for him, or for his Benefit, or fhall, during his 
being a Member of Parliament, accept, receive, or take 
any Penfion during Pleafure, or for any Number of 
Years, or any other Gratuity or Reward whatfoever, or 
any Office in Part, or in the Whole, to be held for him, 
or for his Benefit, from the Crown, without fignifying 
the fame to the Houfe, as aforefaid, fuch Member fhall 
be, and is hereby adjudged and declared to be guilty of 
Wilful and Corrupt Perjury, and being thereof convitted 
by due Courfe of Law, fhall incur and fuffer the Pains 
and Penalties which by the Laws and Statutes of this 
Realm are intliéted in Cafes of Wilful and Corrupt Per- 
jury, and fhall from thenceforth be incapable of taking, 
holding, or enjoying any Office whatfoever. 

And be it further Enaéted, that if any Member eleét- 
ed as aforefaid, fhall refufe or negle& to take and fub- 
feribe the Oath as before direfted, the Place for which 
fuch Member was ele&ted, is hereby, without any other 
Convi&tion or Proceeding, declared void to al! Intents 
and Purpofes, as if fuch Member was naturally dead. 

And be it further Enafted, That in Cafe any Member 
fhal] prefume to fit or vote in the Houfe of Commons, 
after the Speaker is chofen, without taking and fubfcri- 
bing the Oath herein before mentioned, fuch Member 
fhall forfeit the Sum of Thirty Pounds for each Day he 
fhall fit and vote as aforefaid, to be recovered and re- 
ceived, with full Cofts of Suit, by him or them who 
fhall fue for the fame, and to be profecuted by any 
A@tion, Suit-Bill, Piaint, or Infermation, in any of his 
Majefty’s Courts of Record at Weftminfter, wherein na 
Effoign, ProteGiion, Wager of Law, or more than one 
Imparlance fhall be admitted or allowed ; and thal! from 
thenceforth be incapable of taking, holding, or enjoying 
any Office or Employment of Profit or Truft under his 
Majefty, his Heirs or Succeffors. 

Provided always, and it is hereby Declared and En- 
a€ted by the Authority aforefaid, That no Perfon {hall

hive nothing of Weight faid againtt them, as we think 
they want little to be added to them ; tho’ they feem to 
us to be ftrengthened on this Occafion, left our fecond 
Refufal to concur with the Houfe of Commons, in what 
folely regards their own Members, and without any Ar- 
guments offer’d to them in a Parliamentary Way for that 
Refufal, fhould be look’d upon by them as unkind, if 
notan unprecedented Treatment, and fhould, in the O-

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pinion of many difinterefted Lovers of our ancient Frame 
of Government, too juftly create in thema Refentment 
that might intcrrupt the Harmony between the two 
Houfes, which is neceflary for carrying on the moft im- 
portant Affairs of the Nation. 

2. Becaufe the Commons feem to think this Bill is 
wanted, and we are perfwaded it is earneftly defired by 
the People, and fo wifely contrived, by a folemn and 
ftri&t Oath of Purgation, to guard againft fecret Cor- 
ruption in that Place, where, if ever it fhould be pre- 
valent, its Confequences would be moft pernicious and 
extenfive, that we fear we fhould be expofed to fome 
uncharitable Sufpicions, if we did not in this moft au- 
thentick Manner the Conftitution of Parliament wil] a}- 
low, from a becoming Zeal to hinder the Infeéion of 
fo mifchievous an Evil from fpreading among others, 
give an undeniable Proof that we are untainted with i¢ 
ourfel ves. 

3. Becaufe a Member of Parliament, who is not a- 
fham’d to accept a Gratuity for any Service which he is 
afham’d publickly to avow, muft be confcious to him- 
felf (as we fear) that he is guilty of an immera! Aion, 
and therefore we canceive ourfelves not only obliged in 
Policy, but in Confcience, to yield our Affent toa Bill, 
that, as far as we could apprehend upon the mo{t ma- 
ture and ferious RefleStion, contains a proper Expedient 
in this limited Monarchy, to preferve both the Inno- 
cence and Independency of elcéted Legiflators, and that 
(we had reafonable Hopes) would, in a great Meafure, 
have prevented the Danger of an infamous Breach of a

While this Bill was debated in the Hloufe of Lords, a 
Right Reverend Prelate of very diftinguith’d Abilities *, 
made a Speech againft it with remarkable Earneftnefs 5 
which made a great Noife in the Town, and gave Occa+ 
fion to fo many Refle&tions thereon, as well ludicrous 
as ferious, that fome Friends of the Bifhop thought pro= 
per to vindicate him, in a Letter publith’d in the Daily 
Poft-Boy, May 7, which we have judg’d it not unfitting 
to infert here, as ‘it naturally belongs to the Hiftory of 
this remarkable Bill, and may be look’d on as a Sort of 
Counterpart to the Proteft of the Lords. * 


Extraét of a LETTER fromCambridge to a Gentleman 
at London, ‘dated April 27, 1731, relating to the Pen- 
fion Bill, ' 


F a great Appearance of Zeal againft Bribery and 
{ Corruption were a certain Sign of Integrity, I fhould 
felicitate ‘you upon our prefent State of Purity. But hé 
who cries Stop Thief loudeft, is not always the honefteft 
Man in the Crowd. Knaves dare not, and honeft Men 
will not defend Corruption; and hence comes the gene- 
ral Confent in fuch Cafes. ~ 

But the prefent Queftion is not, Whether Bribery is 
a bad Thing, or rio? which neither the Honeft nor Dif- 
honeft Part of the Nation will difpute with you. The 
fingle Point is, Whether the Method propofed to ftop 
Bribery, be an ¢ffeétual Method, and confiftent with our 
Gonftitution ? ‘.

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. Toclear this to myfelf; and to know upon what 
Grounds fome of unblemith’d.Chara€ters oppofed a late 
Bill, comnionly call’d, a_ Bill againft Bribery and Cor- 
ruption ; I got with fome Difficulty one of the printed 
Bills, with the Blanks filled up. . As f had heard that 
it related to Places, Penfions, and all Rewards and Gra- 
tuities whatever from the Crown, I read it in full Ex- 
peftation of finding every Member of the Houife of Com- 
mons made incapable of taking or receiving in his own 
Name, or in Truft, any Place, Penfion, Reward or Gra- 
tuity whatever. But to my very. great Surprize, I 
found nothing like it. The Bill creates no new Inca- 
pacity ; and had it paffed into a Law, any Member not- 
withftanding might have taken any Reward, or any 
Gratuity from the Crewn, which he could obtain. How 
then are Bribery and Corruption fhut out ? —— 

A‘l that I can find in the Bill is this: —~ Every 
Member of the Houfe of Commons is to fwear to this 
Effest, ‘ That he will not dire&tly, nor indire@tly, take 
© or receive any Reward or Gratuity’ (I will confine 
myfelf to this Part of the Bill) ‘ from the Crown, due 
© ring the Time of his being a Member: Or, that if he 
© does receive any Gratuity or Reward, he will declare 
© it tothe Houfe of Commons within fourteen Days, 
© If any Member negletts or refufes to take this Oath = 
© Or, if takinga Gratuity or Reward afterwards, he 
© does not declare it to the Houfe, he is made fubjest to 
© the Pains and Penalties of Perjury, &c.’ (The fame 
Provifion extends to Places and Penfions.) 

. The WHOLE, you fee, comes to THIS: The Mem- 
bers may take what Rewards, what Gratuities they 
pleafe, provided they declare what they take within 14 
Days to the Houfe of Commons. | ; 
. You, and every Man mutt naturally ask, What is to 
be done in Confequence of this Declaration? Toe this 
Queftion I can give no pofitive Anfwer; for here the 
Bill flops fhort, and gives not the leaft Intimation of the 
Ufe to be made of this Declaration : And yetcan it be 
thought that xo U/e is to be made of it, and that the 
whole Bill means nothing ? 
. Confider then, whiitever Ufe is to be made, it muft 
be by the Houfe of Commons only. —— There the Decla- 
ration is to be made. And it would, I fuppofe, bea 
Breach of Privilege for any Perfon in this Kingdom te 
take Cognizance of what paffes there, Befides, the Ufe

mutt be Di/cretionary and Arditrary ; for there is nothing 
in the Bill to dire&t, much lefs to limit the Ufe to be 
made of this Declaration. Suppefe now any Houfe of 
Commons hereafter fhould refer the Confideration of all 
fuch Declarations tothe Committee of Elections, there the 
Merit of the Perfon who receives, the View and De- 
fign of the Crown who gives the Reward, muft come in 
Queftion ; and though they fhould be judged of there, 
and determined with the fame Honour and Juflice (and 
I mike no doubt but they would) that Ele@ions are, 
yet neverthelefs I fear the Confequence of ereéting fuch 
a Judicature would be injurious to the Conftitution. 

We have had feveral Laws to render Perfons under 
certain Circumftances incapable of Offices of Truft; but 
in all fuch Cafes, the Incapacity refts upon the Sub- 
jest ; the Honour and Dignity of the Crown are faved, 
and not expofed to the Cenfure and Judgment of the 
People: I remember no Law that leaves the Crown at 
Liberty to give, and fets up a Judicature to condemn or 
approve the Gift. I apprehend, /uch a Power in the 
Subjc& to be «bfolutely inconfiftent with our Conftitu- 
dion 3 and that it is every where a Branch of the Su- 
preme Power ; and that wherever it is placed, it muft 
neceffarily draw the Supreme Power to it. We have 
Inftances in our own Hiftory, when Powers of this Sort 
have been affumed ; but never, Ithink, without ending 
in the Ruin of the Crown. Once too the Houfe ef 
Lords, by this and like Methods, Joft their very Being ; 
and is it to be wonder’d at, if they are jealous of every 
Approach, every Tendency to the fame Power in the 
Houfe of Commons ? 

You may think, perhaps, that I carry this Matter too 
far ; and that the Commons could have no fuch Mean- 
ing as this. I am as willing to think Honourably of 
the Commons of Great Britain as you are. But con- 
fider, 

Laws are not to be made upon a Prefumption that 
Men will be fo honeft as not to abufe them ;_ nor is it 
enough to fay, that they who propofe the Law, mean: 
no Harm by it. It muft be confider’d, not only what 
is intended by a Law at prefent, butalfo what Ufe may 
pofibly be made of it hereafter. “And can any Man 
pretend to fay, that no Houfe of Commons hereafter will 
ever ground any partial Proceedings on this Bill ? And 
if any Houfe of Commons fhould, who can hinder them?. 

It. 
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It will be too late to complain, when the Cafe hap- 
pens; which, whenever it happens, will be Remedi- 
Jefs. In fome Inftances it may be right to pafs Laws 
in hopes of good Succefs, and with a View of repealing 
them, if they fhould not anfwer the End propofed: But 
in the prefent Cafe, where the Confequence to be fear’d 
is a mew Power unknown to our Conftitution ; a kind of 
Supreme Judicature to arife in the Houfe of Cummons ; 
if fuch Confequence fhould prove real, how fhall the 
Evil be cured ? Do you think the Law would be eafily 
repealed ? That the Commons would con/ent to give up 
the Power, after they had found what Strength it gave 
them ? I amafraid not: And therefore Bills of this 
Kind are not to be paffed to try Experiments ; or upon 
probable Prefumptions that they may not be abufed : 
For fhould the Experiment mifcarry, and the Prefump- 
tion fail, it might prove fatal to the Conftitution, and 
be an Evil never to be removed. 

Confider farther, If this Power fhould ever be al- 
lowed, how far it will extend. It muft go to al/ Rewards 
and Gratuities whatever, teceived dire&tly or indireély, 
by any Member of the Houfe of Commons. I think 
there is nothing in the Power of the Crown to give or 
grant, but may be taken in under thefe general Words. 
There are great Offices in the Kingdom, which, as the 
Law now ftands, do not difqualify thofe who hold them 
from Sitting in the Houfe of Commons. But if you 
confider them as Rewards or Gratuities given by the 
Crown, (and what fhall hinder their being fo confider- 
ed?) they muft be affeSted by this Bill, and they who 
hold them, made fubje&t to fuch Scrutiny and di/- 
eretionary Judgment, as fhall at any Time, in Confe- 
quence of this Bill, be exercifed in the Houfe of Com- 
mons. 

If the Relation of a Member is advanced to any Of- 
fice, it mav be conftrued as a Reward, indireé@ly at leatt, 
to the Member, and he made anfwerable to the Houfe 
under the Sufpicion of Bribery. And confidering how 
. numerous the Relations of the beft Families are, how 
often the Subjeé& ftands in need of the Favour of the 
Crown for the Pardon of Offences, for the Remitting of 
Fines or Forfeitures, for Renewing Leafes, Grants, Pa- 
tents, and the like ; it will alwavs be in the Power of a 
Majority to fix the Guilt of Bribery’ upon thofe whe 
are hot ia their Favour, and either to turn fuch Mem- 

bere 
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bers out as corrupt Men, or bythe Terror of fuch Ufage 
make them fubfervient to their awn Ends. ea 
There is little Difference between.a Power to give 
Places, and a Power to approve, or difappruve the Gift 
of them by another. What mutt this Power be in the 
Hands of the Commons, joined to the, Sole, Right they. 
claim of giving Money, to the Right of determining all 
difputed Ele&tions, to the Right of calling to, Account 
every Minifter and Officer in the Kingdom,, arid to ma- 
ny other Powers now, and anciently exercifed by the 
Commons? Muft they not grow too great to be con- 
trouled or checked by the other Branches of the. Legifla- 
ture? And may they not, in fuch a Plenitude of Power, 
think the Houfe of Lords to be (what in fuch Cafe it 
robably would be) of no Ufe ? Should a Republican 
Sirit ever poffefs a Houfe of Commons, invetted with 
fuch uncontroulable Power, (and what has been, may 
be again) how long could our ancient Conftitution, on 
which our Religion, Liberties and Properties depend, 
Tubfitt ? me 
Upon this View, which I have given you of the Bill, 
and its Confequences, it will not be hard for you ta 
apply properly the Words of a learned Prelate, (one too. 
jong, and too well known in this Univerfity, to be fuf- 
petted here to be a Pleader for Bribery and Corruption) 
and to fee upon what Foundation, the Apprehenfion 
therein exprefs’d of an Independency to accrue from this 
Bill, to the Houfe of Commons, was grounded. As 
you may not perhaps have the faid Words at Hand when 
you receive this Letter, I have tranfcribed them for 
you, from the Paper in which they were lately commu- 
nicated to the Publick. 








© For tho” this Bill at firft Sight feems to be a felf- 

© denying Bill; and to fome particular Members may 
© perhaps prove fo: Yet the Commons, contider’d as an 
* Houfe of Parliament, will find in it, I fufpeé&t, a 
“ very great Enlargement of Power. And whatever 
© tends to break the Ballance between the Powers effen- 
© tial to this Conftitution, muft fooner or later prove the 
© Ruin of the Whole. An independent Houfe of Com- 
© mons, of an independent Houfe of Lords, is as incon- 
© fiftent with our Conftitution, as an independent, that 
© is, abfolute King. And whoever loves the Liberties 
€ and Laws of his Country, will no more defire to fee 
© one 
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‘¢ one than the other. Let Bribery be punifhed, let 
© Corruption be punifhed, but not by giving fo much 
© Strength to one Power of this Conftitution, as thall

HE Treaty of Seville concluded in Nov. 1728 *, 

was expeéted to have put an End to the Jong Trou- 

bles of Europe ; the four great Powers of Great Britain, 
France, Spain, and Holland, being united in it. And 
tho’ the Emperor was thought to be difobliged by it, 
yet as he was not immediately affe&ted by that Treaty, 
.and befides, could not be fuppofed to think himfelf a- 
Jone a Match for the four other great Powers, it was 
hoped that he would foon be brought to acquiefte. As 
he had already confented, by his Acceffion to the Qua- 
druple Alliance, to the Succeflion ef Don Carlos to the 
Dominionsallow’d him by the Treaty of Seville, there 
feemed no great Room to imagine that he would be very 
much concern’d about any Methods that fhould be taken 
for rendering that Succeffion more fecure. And tho’ it 
was pofible enough that he might refent it as a Difre- 
fpe& that an Alteration fhould be made without his 
Privity, in Meafures to which he had formerly been a 
Party ; yet it was not expeéted that he would go to Ex- 
tremities upon an Occafion fo little important ; or if he 
fhould havea Mind to do fo, that he would think him- 
felf able to encounter the whole Body of the Allies of 
Seville. Neverthelefs, all thefe f{trange and unlooked 
for Things came to pafs. The Emperor declared, his 
Honour and Rights, and thofe of the Empire + fo in- 
vaded by the Treaty of Seville, that he was refolved to 
hazard a War rather than acquiefce in the introducing 
the 6000 Spaniards, which, by the Treaty of Seville, 
were to be Garrifons in the principal Places of the 
States of Italy, to fecure Don Carlos’sSuccefion. At the 
fame Time he made his Words good, by fending with 
great Celerity, and ata vaft Expence, flrong and nu- 
merous Bodies of hisown [orces into Italy to oppofe any 
Attempts that fhould ‘be made in purfuance of the 
Treaty of Seville ; while all Europe ttood amazed to find 
thata Prince, whofe Family, in his own Memory, was 
at the: Brink of Ruin by the Arms of France, and with- 
out the timely Affiftlance of Great Britain and Holland, 
had

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had been undone, defy’d now alone all thefe three Powers 
united, together with Spain in Confederacy with them ; 
and this, not in a Quarrel that concern’d his Crown or 
Safety, but upon a PunSilio of Honour. 

But while every Body was looking with Surprize at 
fo vaft an Expence of Tresfure, by a Prince who was 
always reckon’d fo little able to bear it, on an Occafion 
that feem’d fo trivial; and fo great an Obftinacy ex- 
preffed for preferving a mere Point of Honour; on the 
fudden the agreeable News was brought, that by the 
Mediation of Great Britain, he has receded from thefe 
Pretenfions, and confents to all that the Allies of Seville 
demanded in Favour of Don Carlos; befides which, he 
has agreed that the Offend Company, which has jong 
been a Bone of Contention, fhall now be totally diffol- 
ved. All this is done upon the Condition that the Al- 
lies of Seville will guaranty the Difpofition which the 
Emperor has made of his Hereditary Dominions, in 
Cafe of his Death without Iffue Male, which in all pre- 
bability he never will have, unlefs he furvive the pre- 
fent Emprefs. This Agreement has produced the fol- 
lowing Treaty, which was concluded at Vienna, and is 
here inferted at large. 





COPY of the Treaty concluded at Vienna, Jetween the 
Emperor and the King of Great Britain. 


In the Name of the Moft Holy and Undivided Trinity. 
Amen. ; 


O all to whom it does, or may any ways appertain : 

Be it known, That the Moti Serene and Moft Potent 
Prince and Lord, Charles VI. Emperor of the Romans, 
King of Spain, of both the Sicilies, of Hungary and Bo» 
hemia,- Archduke of Auftria, Gc. Ge. and the Moft Se- 
reneand Mott Potent Prince and Lord George II. King 
of Great Britain, Frarce, and Ireland ; together with 
the High and Mighty Lords the States-General of the 
United Provinces of the Netherlands 3 having taken in- 
to Confideration the prefent unfettled and perplexed 
State of Affairs in Eurofe, they ferioufly bethought 
themfelves of finding proper Methods, not only to pre- 
vent thofe Evils which mutt naturally arife from the 
Cavils and Divifions that were daily increafing, but alfo 
to eftablifh the Publick Tranquillity upon as fure and 
lafting a Foundation, and ia as eafy and fpeedy a Man- 


ner, 
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ner, as it was poflible: For this End, their faid Maje- 
fties and the faid States-General, animated with an ardent 
and fincer¢ Defire to carry on fo wholefome a Work,and to 
bring the fame to Perfeétion, judg’d it expedient to agree 
among themfelves upon certain general Conditions, 
which might ferve as the Bafis for reconciling the Dif- 
ferences of the chief Princes of Europe, and for fettling 
the Difputes, which, as they are heighten’d among 
themfelves, do greatly endanger the Publick Tran- 
quillity. 

For which Purpofe, on the Part of his Imperial and 
Catholick Majefty, the Moft High Prince and Lord Eu- 
gene, Prince of Savoy and Piedmont, A&tual and Intimate 
Coynfellor to his faid Imperial and Catholick Majefty, 
Prefident of the Council of the Auffrian Netherlands at 
Vienna, and his Lieutenant-General, Major-General of 
the Holy Empire, Vicar-General of all the Kingdoms 
and States of the faid Empire in Italy, Colonel of a Re- 
giment of Dragoons, and Knight of the Golden Fleece ; 
and alfo the Moft Iiluftrious and Moft Excellent Lord Phi- 
lip-Lewis, Hereditary Treafurer of the Holy Empire, 
Count of Zintzendorff, Free Baron of Ernftbrunn, Lord of 
the-Lands of Gfoll, Upper Selowitz, Porlitz., Sabot, Mu'fig, 
Loos Zaan, and Dreskau, Burgrave of Rheineck, Heredi- 
tary Mafter of Horfe, Knight of the Golden Fleece, 
Chamberlain to his Imperial and Catholick Majefty, 
A@ual and Intimate Counfellor, Firft Chancellor of the 
Court, &c. and alfo the Moft Illuftrious and Moft Ex- 
cellent Lord Gundacker-Thomas, Count of the Holy Em.

Netherlands . Who all being well and 
duly provided with full Powers, after they had held 
Conferences together, and exchanged their Credential 
Letters and full Powers, agteed upon the following Ar- 
ticles and Conditions,

ARTICLE 
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ArTIcee I. 

HAT there fhall bé, from this Time forward, be- 
T tween his Imperial and Catholick Majefty and his 
Majefty the King of Great Britain, both their Majefties 
Heirs, and between the High and Mighty Lords the 
States-General of the Unitéd Provinces of the Nether+ 
lands, a firm, fincere and inviolable Friendfhip, for the 
common Welfare of the Provinces and Subjeéts belonging 
to each of the Contra&ting Princes ; and that this Peace 
be fo eftablithed, that each of the Contraétors ‘fhall be 
obliged to prote& and defend the others Térritories and 
Subje&ts ; to maintain the Peace, and procure the Ad- 
vantages of the other Contractors, all the fattie as if he 
did it for himfelf: In fhort, to prevent and ward off all 
the Damage and Injury, of any Sort whatever, which 
might be done them. Fot this End, all the former 
Treaties or Conventions of Peace, Friendfhip and Alli- 
ance, fhall have their full Effe&t, and thal! preferve, in 
alland every Part, their full Force and Virtue, and 
fhall even be look’d upon as renewed and confirmed by 
Virtue of the prefent Treaty; excepting only in fuch 
Articles, Claufes, and Conditions, from which it has 
been thought fit to derogate by the prefent Treaty. And 
moreover, the faid Contra&ting Parties have exprefly 
obliged themfelves, by virtue of the prefent Article, to 
a mutual Defence, or, a8 it is called, a reciprocal Gua- 
ranty of all the Kingdoms, States and Territories which 
each of them poffeffes, and even of the Rights and Im- 
munities each of them enjoys, or ought to enjoy; in 
fuch Manner, that they have mutually declared, and 
the faid Contraéting Parties have reciprocally promifed, 
that they will oppofe with all their Forces the Enter- 
prizes of all and every one, who fhall (contrary to Ex- 
peftation) undertake to difturb any of the Contra@ors, 
their Heirs or Succeffors, in the peaceable Poffefiion of 
the Kingdoms, States, Provinces, Lands, Rights and 
Immunities, which each of the Contra@ting Parties doth 
or ought to enjoy at the Time of the Conclufion of the 
prefent Treaty. 

ARTICLE II. Moteovet, as it hath been frequent- 
ly remonftrated on the Part of his Imperial and Catho» 
lick Majefly, that the Publick Tranquillity could not 
reign or laft long, and that no other fure Way could be 
found out for maintaining the Ballance of Europe, than 
a Defence, an Engagement, an Evi&tion, or, as it is 
called, a general Guaranty =" Imperial Majefty for the

Order of his Succeflion, as it is fettled by the Imperial 
Declaration of 1713, and received in the Serene Houfe 
of Auftria 5 his Majefty the King of Great Britain, and 
the High and Mighty States-General of the United Pro- 
vinces of the Netherlands, moved thereto by their ar- 
dent Defire to fecure the Publick Tranquillity, and to 
preferve the Ballance of Europe, as alfo in Confideration 
of the Terms agreed upon in the following Articles, 
which afe extremely well adapted te anfwer both Pur- 
pofes; Do, by virtue of the prefent Article, take upon 
thém the general Guaranty of the faid Order of Succef- 
fion, and oblige themfelves to maintain it, as often as 
there fhall be Occafion, againft all Perfons whatfoever ; 
and confequently, they promife in the moft authentick 
Manner ‘that can pofibly be, to defend, maintain, and 
(as it is called) to guaranty with all their Forces, and 
againft all Perfons whatfoever, as often as there fhall be 
Occafion, that Order of Succeflion, which his Imperial 
Majefty has declared and eftablifhed by a folemn A& of 
the roth of April, 1713, in Manner of a perpetual, indi- 
vifible, and infeparable Fideicommis, or Feoffment of 
Truft, in Favour of the Eldeft, for all his Maijefty’s 
Heirs of both Sexes: Of which A&t there fhall be a 
Copy annexed at the End of this Treaty. Which faid , 
A&t was readily received, with common Confent, by all 
the Orders and Eftates of all the Kingdoms, Archduchies, 
Principalities, Provinces, and Domains, belonging by 
Right of Inheritance to the Serene Houfe of <Auftria; 
all which have humbly and thankfully fubmitted there- 
to, and tranfcribed it into their Publick Regifters, as 
having the Force of a Law and Pragmatick Sanétion, which 
Gs to fubfift for ever in its full Force. And whereas, 
according to this Rule and this Order of Succeffion, in ' 
Cafe it fhould pleafe God, of his Mercy, to give his 
Imperial and Catholick Majefty Iffue-Male, the Eldeft 
of his Sons, or, he being dead before, the Eldeft Son’s 
Eldeft Son ; and in Cafe his Imperial Majeftv leaves on 
his Demife no Male Iffue, the Eldeft of his Daughters, 
‘the Serene Archducheffes of Auffria, by the Order and 
Right of Seniority, which has always been indivifibly 
preferved, is to fucceed his, faid Imperial Majefty in 
all his Kingdoms, Provinces and Domains, in the fame 
Manner as he now poffeffes them: Nor fhall they, 
at any Time, upon any Account, or for any Reafon 
whatever, be divided or feparated in Favour of him or 
~ ney, who miy be of the fecond, the third, or more di- 
ftant 
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flant Branch: And this fame Order and indivifible Right 
of Seniority is to be preferved in all Events, and to be 
obferved for ever, in all Ages, as well in his Imperial 
Majefty’s Male Iffue, if God grants him any, as in his 
Imperial Majefty’s Female Iffue, after the Extinttion of 
the Male Heirs ; or, in fhort, in all Cafes wherein the 
Succeflion of the Kingdoms, Provinces, and Hereditary 
Domains of the Serene Houfe of Auftria thall be called 
in Queftion. For this Purpofe, his Majefty the King of 
Great Britain and the High and Mighty Lords the States- 
General of the United Provinces of the Netherlands pro- 
mife and engage to maintain him or her, who ought te 
fucceed, according to the Rule and Order above fet forth, 
in the Kingdoms, Provinces or Domains, of which his 
Imperial Majefty is now a€tually in Poffeflion ; and they 
engage to defend the fame for ever againft al! fuch as 
may (perhaps) endeavour to difturb that Poffeffion in 
any Manner whatfoever. 

Artic re III. And forafmuch as it hath been often 
reprefented to his Imperial and Catholick Majefty, in 
Terms full of Friendfhip on the Part of his Majefty the 
King of Great Britain and the High and Mighty Lords 
the States-General of the United Provinces, that there 
was no furer Method for eftablifhing the Publick Tran- 
quillity fo long defired, and for accomplifhing the fame 
as foon as poflible, than by rendcring yet more fecure 
the Succeffion of the Dutchies of Tufcany, Parma, and 
Piancenza, defigned for the Moft Serene Infante Don 
Carlos, by introducing immediately into the itrong Places 
of the faid Dutchies 6000 Men of the Spani/h Troops ; 
his faid Imperial and Catholick Majefty, defiring to en- 
ter into the Views, and to fecond the Pacifick Inten- 
tionsof his Britannick Majefty and the High and Migh- 
ty States-General of the United Provinces, will by no 
Means oppofe, on his Part, the peaceable IntroduSion 
of the faid 6000 Spaniards into the ftrong Places of the 
Dutchies of Tufcany, Parma, and Piacenza, in Confe- 
quence of the Promifes above made by his faid Britan- 
nick Majefty and the States-General. And his Imperial 
and Catholick Majefty judging it neceffary that the Em- 
pire fhould likewife give its Confent thereto, he pro- 
mifes at the fame Time, that he will ufe his utmoft 
Endeavours to obtain that Confent within the Space of 
two Months, or fooner if it can be done. And to ob- 
viate as readily as may be the Troubles which threaten 
the Publick Peace, his Imperial and Catholick Majetty

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farther promifes, that as foon as the Ratifications fhall 
be mutually exchanged, he will notify the Confent 
which he, as Head of the Empire, has given to the 
faid peaceable Introdu&tion, to the Méinifter of the 
Great Duke of Tufcany, and to the Minifter of Par- 
wa, both refiding at his Court, and where-ever elfe 
it fhall be thought proper. His faid Imperial and Ca- 
thalick Majefty moreover promifes and afirms, that 
he is fo far from raifing or caufing any Hindrance, di- 
rely or indire@lly, to the Spani/h Garrifons being re- 
ceived into the faid Places; that on the contrary, he 
wil) ufe his good Offices, and interpofe his Authority, 
for removing all Obfirutions, Difficulties, and, in fhort, 
every Thing that may oppofe the faid Introduétion, and 
confequently, that the 69000 Men of the Spani/h Troops 
may de introduced quietly and without any Delay into 
the ftrong Places, as well of the Great Dutchy of Ty/- 
¢any, as of the Dutchies of Parma and Piacenza. 

Articre [V. That all the Articles, thus agreed 
upon with the irrevocable Confent of the Contraéting 
Parties, be fo firmly and reciprocaily eftablifhed, and 
entirely decided, that it fhall not be lawful for the Con- 
grafting Parties any ways to deyiate from them ; mean- 
ing as well thofe which ought to be put in Execution 
without Delay and immediately after the Exchange of 
the Ratifications, as thofe which ought to remain for 
ever inviolable. 

ARFIcCLE V. Whereas it hath been found neceffa- 
ry, in order to attain the End which the Contraéting 
Parties in this Treaty propofe to themfelves, to pluck 
up every the leait Root of Divifion or Diffention ; and 
alfo that the ancient Friendihip, which formerly united 
the Contraéting Parties, be not only renewed, but that 
the Band thereof be knit clofer and clofer every Day ; 
therefore his Imperial and Catholick Majefty promifes, 

-and by virtue of the prefent Article binds himfelf, to 
cayfe all Commerce and Navigation to the Eaft-Indies 
jn the whgle Extent of the Auftrian Netherlands, and in 
all the other Countries which in the Time of Charles II. 
Cxthalick King of Spain, were under the Dominion of 
Spain, to ceafe immediately and for ever; and that he 
will Zong fide a& in fuch Manner, that neither the O- 

nd Compiny, nor any other, either in the Auftrian 

‘Wetherlands, or in the Countries which, as is above- 
faid, were under the Spanifh Dominion in the Time of 
Fhezles YY. formerly Catholick King, hall ever con- 

travene, 
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travene, direétly or indireétly, this Rule eftablifhed for 
ever: Excepting that the faid Offend Company may 
fend, for once only, two Ships, which fhall fail from 
the faid Port to the Eaft-Indies, and from thence return 





_ to Offend, where the faid Company may, if they think 


fit, expofe to Sale the Merchandizes brought from the 
Indies. And his Majefty the King of Great Britain and 
the High and Mighty Lords the States-Genera!l of the 
United Provinces do likewife promife on their Part, 
and oblige themfelves to make a new Treaty with his 
Imperial Majefty without any Delay, concerning Com- 
merce and Impofls, commonly call’d a Tariff, in what 
relates to the Auffrian Netherlands, and agreeable to the 
Intention of the XXVIth Article of the Treaty, com- 
monly call’d the Barrier Treaty ; and for this Purpole, 
the Contrafting Parties fhall immediately name Com- 
miffioners, who fhall meet at Antwerp within the Space 
of two Months, to be computed from the Day of fign- 
ing the prefent Treaty, to agree together upon every 
Thing that regards the entire Execution of the faid Bar- 
vier Treaty, which was concluded at Antwerp the 17th 
of November, 1715, and of the Convention fince fign'd 
at the Hague the 22d of December, 1718 3 and pirticu- 
larly to concludea new Treaty there, as hath been faid, 
concerning Commerce anc Impofts, in what relates to 
the Auflrian Netherlands, and in the Idea of the XXVIth 
Article of the faid Treaty. It is moreover agreed, and 
folemnly ftipulated, that every Thing, which it hath 
been thought fit to leave to the Commiffioners, who are to 
meet at Antwerp, fhall be entirely terminated, with all 
the Juftice and Integrity, as foon as poffible, and in fuch 
Manner that the aft Hand may be put to that Werk, at 

Jeait within the Space of two Years. 
Articre VI.» The Examination and Difcuffion of 
the other Points which remain to be difcuifed, @ither 
between the Contraéting Parties, or between any of their 
Confederates, requiring much more Timé than -can be 
fpared in this Critical Situation of the Publick ‘Affiirs ; 
therefore, to avoid all Delays which might prove pre- 
judicial to the Common Welfare, it is covenanted and 
agreed, to declare mutually, that all the Treatits and 
all the Conventions which the faid Contracting Powers 
have made with other Princes or States, thal! fubfi@ as 
they now are, excepting only fo far as they may’ bécon- 
trary to any of the Points regulated bv the prefent 
Freaty 5 and moreover, that all the Difputes which are 
aftually 
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aGtually between the Contracting Parties, or between 
any of their Allies, fhall! be amicably adjufied as foon 
as pofible; and for that Purpofe the Contracting Par- 
ties fhall mutually endeavour to prevent any of thofe 
who have Differences, from having Recourfe to Arms 
to fupport their Pretenfions. 

ARTICLE VII. Totake away all Manner of Doubt 
from the Subjetts of the King of Great Britain, and 
thofe of the Lords the States General, touching their 
Commerce in the Kingdom of Sicily, his Imperial and 
Catholick Majefty has been pleafed to declare, that from 
this Time forward he will treat them in the fame Man- 
ner, and upon the fame Foot, as they were, or ought to 
have been treated in the Time of Charles II. King of 
Syrin, of Blefled Memory, and as it is ufual to treat a 
Nation with which one is in {trié&t Friendthip. 

Articce VIII. There fhall be comprehended in 
this Treaty of Peace, all thofe, who within the Space 
of fix Months, after its Ratification, fhall be propofed 
by cither of the Contraéting Parties, and by common 
Cenfent. 

ArticteE IX. This prefent Treaty fhall be ap- 
proved and ratified by his Imperial and Catholick Ma- 
jefty, by his Majefty the King of Great Britain, and by 
the High and Mighty Lords the States-General of the 
United Provinces; and the Letters of Ratification fhal] 
be given and exchanged at Vienna in the Space of fix 
Weeks, to be computed from the Day of Signing, 

In Witnefs whereof, as well the Imperial Commiffio- 
ners, in the Quality of Plenipotentiaries-Extraordinary, 
asthe Minifter of the King of Great. Britain, equally 
furnifhed with full Powers, have figned this Treaty with 
their own Hands, and have affixed their Seals thereto. 

Done at Vienna in Aufiria, the 16th Day of March, 
in the Year of our Lord 1731.

a. oo as his Imperial and Catholick Majefty 
was defirous to have ali Manner of Security, before 
he would cenfent, on his Part, tothe Third Article of 
the Treaty, concluded this Day, which regulates the 
immediate Introduction of the Spanifh Garrifons into 
the ftrong Places of Tufcany, Parma and Piacenza, agree- 
ably tothe real Views and Intentions, contained in the 
‘Promifes made and figned in the Treaty of Seville the 
21ft of November, 1729 3 his Majefty the King of Great 
Britain and the High and Mighty Lords the States-Ge- 
neral of the United Provinces of the Netherlands, have 
not only exhibited thofe Promifes, fuch as they are here 
fubjoined, to his Imperial and Catholick Majefty, but 
moreover, they were not afraid to affirm in the ftron-

ii being apprehended, that the unforefeen Death of 


the Jate Serene Prince Anthony Farneze, in his Life- 
time, Duke of Parma and Piacenza, may in fome Sort 
retard or obftruét the Conclufion of this Treaty, it ha- 
ving happened at the very Time when it was upon the 
Point of being concluded; his Imperial and Catholick 
Majefty doth, by virtue of this prefent A&, declare and 
engage, that in Cafe the Hopes of the Pregnancy of the 
Serene Dutchefs, Widow of the faid Serene Duke Antho- 
xy, fhould happen to be confirmed, and the faid Widow 
Dutchefs fhould bring a Male Child into the, World, all 
that has been regulated concerning the Introduétion of 
the Garrifons of Spanifh Troops into the ftrong Places of 
Parmaand Piacenza, as well by the Third Article of the 
Treaty concluded this Day, as by the A&t of Deelara- 
tion above recited, fhall take Place, all the fame as if 
the unforefeen Death of the Duke had not happen’d :

well as ef the Dutchies of Parma and Piacenza, it was 
Jikewife refolved, that as foon as the Serene Infante of 
Spain Don Carlos, or the Prince upon whom his Rights 
may devolve, fhould be in peaceable Poffeffion of the 
Succeflion defigned for him, and be fecure againft any 
Infults of his Enemies, and againft any juft Ground of 
Fear; then his Catholick Majefty fhould give Orders 
for withdrawing his ownTroops out of the faid Dutchies, 
but not thofe of the Infante Don Carlos, or of the Prince 
upon whom, as above-mentioned, his Rights may de- 
volve, 

The underwritten Minifters of the King of Great Bri- 
tain and the Lords the States-General, do, by virtue of 
the prefent AG, declare, that his faid Britannick Maje- 
fty and the High and Mighty Lords the States-General 
of the United Provinces are accuftomed inviolably to 
fulfil whatever they have promifed : And therefore, they 
ftill perfitt in the Meaning and Intention, that in the 
Cafes aforefaid the Spanifh Troops fhall be immediately 
withdrawn from the Dutchies of Tufcany, Parma and 
Piacenza.

A DECLARATION concerning Eaft-Friefland, which 


compleats the new Treaty of Vienna, /o far as is come 
to our Hands, 


HE States-General of the United Provinces of the 

Netherlands having upon feveral Occafions affured 
his Imperial and Catholick Majefty, that in the Endea- 
vours they ufe to preferve and fecure the Peace of their 
Neighbourhood, and confequently that of Ea/t-Friefland, 
which has been difturbed by the Troubles that hive 
broke out there within a few Years laft paft, it never 
was their Intention to prejudice in the leaft the Depen- 
dence of the faid Province of Eaft Friefland upon the 
Emperor and the Empire ; his faid Imperial and Catho- 
lick Majefty, to give the States-General a new Proof of 
his Defire to oblige them, fo far as Juflice wil! permit 
him, has been pleafed to explain'to them his rea! Sen- 
timents of that Affair, and by that Means to recover 
them from the Fears they appear to have conceived: In 
order hereunto, no Hefitation has been made to declare 
to them on his Part, by the prefent Aét, that his In- 
tention always was, and fill is, 

R 
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I. That the Amnefty which he has moft gracioully 
granted to thofe of Embden and their Adherents, hall 
have its entire Effect ; and therefore, that the feveral 
Pains and Penalties pronounced againft thofe of Embden 
and their Adherents, upon the Score of their Renitency, 
(Refiftance) fhall not be putin Execution: And as for 
fuch of them, as have a€tually been executed fince the 
moft gracious Acceptance of the Submiffion made by 
thofe of Embden and their Adherents, that_the Whole 
Shall be reftored upon the Foot it ftood before the fajd 
Submiffion was accepted ; that is to fay, before the 3d of 
May 17293 faving what is hereafter mentioned of an A- 
greement to indemnify thofe for their Loffes, who were 
plundered during the late Troubles. 

II. His Imperial and Catholick Majefty having, by 
his Refolution of the 12th of September 1729, moft gra- 
cioufly permitted thofe of the Town of Emdden and their 
Adherents, to draw up‘a frefh Account of their Grie- 
vances, or Matters wherein they thought themfelves ag- 
grieved by the Decrees of the Years 1721, and follow- 
ing, concerning the Ground of the Affairs upon which 
they differ’d with the Prince; and the faid Grievances 
having been afterwards exhibited to the Imperial Aulick 
Council, with all Submifion, the of November the 
fame Year ; his faid Majefty has already ordained, by 
his mcit gracious Refolution of the 3ift of Auguft, that 
thofe Grievances fhould be examined as foon as pofible; 
and, as has been often declared, it has been, and fill is, 
his conftant Defire, that they fhould be determined and 
decided with all the Juftice and Difpatch that is poffible, 
according to the Agreements, Conventions and Decifions, 
which make the particular Law of the Province of Eaft- 
Friefland, and which are referred to in the Prince’s Re- 
verfal Letters, paffed and fworn to at his Acceffion to 
the Regency: Provided, neverthelefs, that under the 
Denomination of thofe Agreements, Conventions and 
Decifions, none be comprehended, which were abrogated 
and annulled by his Imperial Majefly’s Auguft Prede- 
ceffors in the Empire, or which ftrike at the Supreme 
Rights of the Emperor and the Empire over the Pro- 
vince of Eoff-Friefland. And his Imperial and Catho- 
Jick Majefty, asa farther Proof of his moft gracious In- 
tention to cut as fhort, as Jutlice will permit him, the 
Examination of the Grievances of thofe of Embden and 
their Adherents, has already ordained, by his Refolu- 
fion of the 3 rf of Auguft laft Year, that as foon as the 
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Account thereof is delivered to thofe who are properly 
to take Cognizance of the fame, according to the Tenour 
of the Refolution above-mentioned, thefe laft fhall an- 
fwer it very foon, andonce for all; after which, his 
Imperial Majefty, with the Adviceof his Imperial Au- 
lick Council, will redrefs every Complaint, Article by 
Article, which fhall appear to be grounded in the A- 
greements above-mentioned. 

- III. It having been already ordained, purfuant to his 
Imperial and Catholick Majefty’s laft Refolution of the 
gift of Auguft 1730, that thofe of the Town of Emb- 
den and their Adherents, ought to be admitted into the 
Affembly of the States which is to be called together to 
deliberate freely upon the Affairs that lie before them ; 
his Imperial and Catholick Majefty will take Care that 
this Refolution fhall have its entire Effet, and that none 
of thofe who have a Right to affift therein be excluded, 
contrary to the Tenour thereof. 

IV. With regard to the Indemnification, his Imperial 
Majefty thinks it proper, that an Account be taken of 
the Damages, which, according to the Tenour of the 
Amnefty publifh’d the ———= inthe Year 1728, 
and of the Refolution of the 12th of September 1729, 
ought to be made good to the Renitents ; and that the 
faid Account be communicated to them, that they may 
make their Objeétions ; after which, his Imperial and 
Catholick Majefty will caufe the Difference to be ami- 
cably adjufted, or, in Default of an Accommodation, 
will fix with the utmoft Equity the Sum which fhall 
be paid to make good the Damages fuftained. 

V. His Imperial and Catholick Majefty perfifls in the 
Intention which he always had, to take particular Care 
of the Pavmentof the Intereft of the Sums which the 
States of Eaft-Friefland and of the Town of Embden have 
borrowed of the Subje&ts of the United Provinces ; as 
alfo of the Reimburfement of the Capital, according to 
the Tenour of the Obligatiens made in relation there- 
panto. 
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In Confequence of this Treaty, the Emperor has 
¢aufed the following Decree to be prefented to the Dict 
at Ratisbun. 





The Imperial DECREE communicated to the Diet the 
2uft of May, Sy the Prince of Furftenburg, Principal 
Gommiffary of the Emperor. 


"Ty Robein-Ferdinand, Prince and Landgrave of Furften- 
burgh, Count of Huiligendurg and Werdendurg, Prince 
of the Holy Roman Empire, Knight of the Golden 
Fleece, atual Privy Counfellor of the Emperor, and 
his Principal Commifflary to the General Affembly of 
the Empire, notifies by thefe Prefents, in the Name-of 
his Imperial Majefty, to the Counfellors and Minifters 
of the Elefters, Princes, and States to the Diet, that 
the refpeftive Elestors, Princes, and States of the Em- 
pire, ought to be fufficiently convinced of all that his 
Imperial Majefty, according to his Paternal Goodnefs, 
thas caufed to be negociated and undertaken hitherto, in 
the dangerous Circumftances and Difficulties wherein 
Things have been for fo long a Time, to the Prejudice 
even of the Rights of the Archducal Houfe, and with 
‘the greateft Expences, that he hath never had any other 
Defign than the fulfilling faithfully the folemn Conven- 
tions an? Alliances which he has contraéted, with the 
“Confent of the Empire, with fome Foreign Powers, for 
#e-eftablifhing thereby, as much as poflible, and fecu- 
‘ying for ‘the future a General Peace and Tranquillity in 
Chriflendom. As Peace has been always the Aim of his 
Imperial Majefty, as well by the Conclufion of the Qua- 
@raple Alliance, as by the other Treaties concluded 
“fince,’ atid that even for attaining it, he had frerificed, 
in feveral Refpetts, the Rights of the Archducal Houfe, 
‘as appeats more amply by his Decrees of Commiffion 
“delivered from Time toTime to the Diet, and particularly 
“by 'thofe ef the oth of September 1720, and the 20th of 
‘June 1725, and the'27th of March 1730, as alfo by the 
Meafures taken in Confequence of them; the EleStors, 
Princes,‘ and States might remember, that at the Time 
he acquainted them with the Reafons why he could not 
accede to the Treaty of Seville, with Regard to what 
was ftipulated therein, contrary to the Fifth Article of 
the Quadruple Alliance, and to the Alterations made in 
that Refpect, unknown to, and without the Confent of 
his Imperial Majefty and the Empire ; he declared at 
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the fame Time, conformable to his Pacifick Intentions, 
that he did not oppofe the further fecuring, by the moft 
efficacious Means, the Succeffion defigned tor Don Carlos 5 
and that he was ready to lend a helping Hand thereto, 
in order to procure a lafting Peace, provided that Prince 
and the Court of Spain would execute the preceding 
Treaty, and give in that Refpe& to his Imperial Maje- 
fty, the Empire, and to the lawful Poffeffors of the Dut- 
chies of Tufcany, Parma, and Piacenza, a fuitable Satis- 
fa&tion. It is fuficiently known, by all that has been 
negociated fince the Treaty of Seville, and particularly 
by the Imperial Decree of the 27th of March 1730, 
what juft Reafon his Imperia] Majefty had to oppofe the 
Alteration of Neutral to Spaxihh Garrifons ; People 
doubtlefs will remember, that it was as much a Difpute 
about the Form, asthe Thing itfelf; and that it was 
equally endeavour’d to prevent any Thing being done 
without Confent of his Imperial Majefty and the Em- 
pire, as to maintain the Rights of the Empire, relating 
to the faid Dutchies, to fecure the Tranquillity of the 
Jawful Poffeffors, and to provide for the Security of the 
Kingdoms and States of his Imperial Majefty in Italy. 
During thefe Circumftances, his Imperial Majefty was 
bufy taking Precautions againft an Incident fo little 
forefeen, and while he was refolved to maintain the 
Contents of the Fifth Article of the Quadruple Alli- 
ance, and the Eventual Inveftiture granted to Don Car- 
los, Spain on its Side made Movements and Preparations, 
which obliged his Imperial Majefty to take fuitable Mea- 
fures for fuftaining his Rights, and thofe of the Eme- 
pire, and, as the Head thereof, to make other Prepara- 
tions, not without great Expence. In thefe dangerous 
Circumftances it happened, that the King of Great Bri- 
tain, as an ancient Ally of his Imperial Majefty and 
the Empire, knowing, without doubt, the pacifick De- 
figns of his Imperial Majefty, and animated with the 
fameV iews,thought fit, in firm Confidence that the States 
General of the United Provinces will concur in a De- 
fign fo falutarv, to employ, with common Confent, fuch 
Means as might extinguifh a Fire which was ready to 
break out, and to eflablifh, as much as poflible, a gene- 
ral Peace, in an eafy and ready Manner, and upon a 
Foundation firm and durable for the future. His Im- 
perial Majefty, to finifh fo defirable a Work, did not he- 
fitate to give his Hand thereto, and in Confequence 
thereof, ftgned the 16th of Marc’ laft, by his Plenipo- 
hk tentiaries, 
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tentiaries, the Treaty of Pacification hereunto annex’d. 
He hopes that God, who difpofes the Hearts of Kings, 
will difpofe the Principal Powers of the Empire to u- 
nite, and to re-eftablifh a perfe&t Harmony among them- 
felves, and to terminate all Difputes and Differences 
which have for fome Time fubfifted. It will appear by 
the Third Article of this Treaty, by the Declarations 
annex’, that after his Imperial Majefty had been re- 
quefted by the King of Great Britain to confent to the 
Introduétion of Spanifh Garrifons, he took all neceffary 
Care to maintain his own Rights, and thofe of the Em- 
pire, to fecure the Tranquillity and Dignity of the 
lawful Poffeffors of the Dutchies afore-mention’d, and to 
eftablith a fure and Jafting Peace in Europe. As the 
King of Great Britain thought fit to come into Meafures 
for attaining fo defirable and fo juft a Profpeét, his Im- 
perial Majefty, after a mature Deliberation of the Cir- 
cumftances of Affairs, out of his Love for Peace, and in 
order to obviate the Dangers with which Europe was 
threaten’d, has thought proper to give at laft his Con- 
fent to the Contents of the Third Article of this Trea- 
ty, by agreeing to the Introduftion of Spani/h Garrifons 
flipulated by the faid Article, in the Room of Neutral 
Troops, as mention’d in the Fifth Article of the Qua- 
adruple Alliance. His Imperial Majetty referv’d to him- 
felf the obtaining the Confent of the Empire, and hefi- 
tated the lefs to confent thereto, as the Inconveniencies 
which were to be feared on Account of the Introduétion 
of Spanifh Garrifons, are removed by the Guarantee fpe- 
cify’d in the Declaration of his Britannick Majefty, in 
relation to the Spani/h Garrifons annex’d to the fuid Trea- 
ty. His Imperial Majefty hopes, that the Elefors, 
Princes, and States of the Empire will fend the necef- 
fary Inftruétions totheir Minifters at the Diet, for de- 
liberating upon this whole Affair ; and particularly, as 
to what relates to the Introduftion of Spani/h Garrifons, 
in order to give their Confent thereto; and that they 
will take a Refolution thereupon with the more Readi- 
nefs, as the Peace and Security of the Empire in Parti- 
cular, and Chriftendom in General, depend thereon. 
Done at Ratisbon the tgth of May, 1731.

A Difpute has happen’d between this Court and ¢hat 


of Turin, which is come to great Extremities. 
This Difpute arofe from certain Towns in the Territo- 
ries of the latter, which the Pope claims as Fiefs of the 
Church 3 and the King of Sardinia difallow’d. The 
Difference increafed, fo far, that the Pope forbad the In- 
habitants of thofe Places to obey the Orders of the Court 
of Turin, and:the King recall’d the Count del GrojJa, 
his Minifter at Rome. Upon this violent Breach, the 
Pope fummon’d a Confiftory of Cardinals, for their Ad- 
vice in this dificult Conjun&ture, to whom he made the 
following Speech. 


- Venerable Brethren, 
ik ‘is with the moft piercing. Grief, with a wounded 
Heart, and with weeping Eyes, that immediately 
after our Advancement to the Apoftolical See of St, Pe- 
ter’s Succeffors, Ged’s Providence has fo order’d it, that 
we muft be Witnefs of the Decay of Religion, the Tri- 
umph of Impiety, and the Contempt of his Holy Com- 
mandments, and obferve the near Approach of the dif- 
mal Times foretold at the End of Chrift’s Kingdom, 
when the Faith fhall be totally extinguifh’d among the 
Profeffors, of, Chriftianity ; and the Reverence, which 
the Sons of the Church formerly paid to the Poffeffor of 
the A pofiplical Throne, be quite.loft. °*Tis well enough 
‘known, Venerable Brethren, with what a Paternal Af- 
fe€tion, and kind Admonition, we commanded the Sub- 
je&ts of our Fiefs of Coftanza, Coffanzone, Metafia, and 
Cifterna, in the Territories of Piedmont, not to flinch 
from their Duty and Fidelity toward us, but be affur’d 
that ;the; Divine Power would fet unfurmountable 
Bounds to, the Powers of the Earth, if thefe fhould at- 
tempt, ito, raife themfelves above it. Notwithflanding 
which gracious Tender of our fingular Favour towards 
thofe Rebels againft Ged and the Church, and our ab- 
folving them from the Oath of Fealty and Homage, 
which Charles Emanuel, King of Sardinia, had extorted 
from them by Force of Arms, contrary to all Right and 
Reafon 5, :thofe unworthy People trampled our pious 
Exhortations under their Feet, defpifed owr Orders, re~ 
~ § jotted 
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jefted the Standard of Peace offer’d them by us, and fet 
up the Standard of Rebellion, deliver’d- to them by a 
Prince, who has done us the greateft Injury in thé 
World. And what adds.te our Tears is, that thofe Re- 
bels, far from flying to our Fatherly Affeétion, perfift 
in their impious Behaviour, as if they had perform’d 
a commendable Aétion. 

’Forafmuch, therefore, as we are obliged by our Of. 
fite to teyvenge the Wrong and Injury done to the Church, 
and to defend St. Peter’s Patrimony to the utmoft of our 
Power, we fhall acquit ourfelf of that Obligation, and 
of every Thing that is included in the glorious Title of 
Chrift’s Vicar, Supreme and Arbitrary Judge of the 
Faith and the Church, For which Purpofe, having 
wiped off our Tears, which are uncapable of melting 
Hearts fo ftony and obdurate, invoked the Holy Name 
of God, and proftrated ourfelf before his awful Tribu- 
nal, we judge it to be convenient, and even indifpen- 
fably neceflary, to have recourfe to,the Spiritual Wea- 
pons which God has put into our Hands, and toinfli& 
Ecclefiaftical Penalties upon ‘fuch difobedient Subjeats. 

[Here his Holinefs ftretched forth Kis Handy and faid, 
What think you, Venerable Brethren ? give me your Advice 
freely. And the Cardinals having declared their Senti- 
ments, which were conformable te thofe of the Pontiff, 
Kis Holinefs refum’d his Chair, and went on with’ his 
Difcourfe as follows:} -"'  - te 

In purfuance of your Advice, Venerable Brethren, 
and of our Refolution to curb the Violence of thofe-who 

ave the Audacioufnefs to Jay'their Hands upon the 
n&tuary of God, and to’ ftand againft them like a Wall 
to defend his Holy Tabernacle ; we do hereby, and by 
Virtue of our Papal Power and Authority, declare the 
Tenants and Inhabitants of Coftanza, Coftanzone, Me- 
tafia, and Cifterna, to be Rebels againft God, againft the 
Church, and againft our Sacred Perfon ; Invaders of the 
moft awful and inviolable Rights, and unworthy of the 
yery Name of Chriftians. e caft them: out of the 
Bofom of the Church, as a Pack of vile Incendiaries: 
We pronounce againft them the great Ban’ ‘and Excom- 
sgunication, in their full Ferce, Vigour, and Severity ¢ 
they having deferv’d this Ghoftly Punifhment from the 
very Day that they firft ’rofe againft us, to comply with 
the. unrighteous Homage which the King of Sardinia 
required of them: And we ordain, that this prefent 
@eclaration thall be a lafting Monument of their being 
one 
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cut off from the Ways wherein all the Faithful are to 
feck their Salvation. For fuch is our Pleafure. 





The Court of Turin had foon Notice of this Speech, 
and being fenfible that feveral Expreflions therein, did 
little agree with the Proteftations made by the Pope and 
his Minifters, of their fincere Intentions to adjuft thefe 
Differences in an amicable Way ; a Courier was fent to 
the Governor of Alexandria, to acquaint him that Sig- 
nor Guglielmi was fuddenly to arrive there, in his Way 
to Turin, from the Pope, andorder him not to fuffer him 
to proceed any farther, but withal to ufe him with the 
ufual Civilities. That Gentleman being arrived there, 
the Governor invited him to Dinner, after which, he 
acquainted him with his Orders, not to fuffer him to 
proceed farther, Signor Guglielmi was very much fur- 
prized thereat, and expreffed his Surprize in fuch Terms, 
that the Governor told him, it was to no Purpofe for 
him to infift on the Liberty of continting his Jeurney 
to Turin ; and at the fame Time forbid the Poit-Mafter 
and others, who fupply Travellers with Horfes, Chai- 
fes, or other Conveniencies, to furnifh this. Minifter 
with any; but upon his giving his Parole and Word of 
Honour, that he would return into thé Milanexe, he 
was fupply’d with Horfes. The News of this Ufage of 
Signor Guglielmi being come to Rome, there was a Con- 
gregation held on that Purpofe, and the Secretary ef 
State was order’d to fignify a Refolution taken on. that 
Subje&, to the Count de Gro/s, Minifter of the King of 
Sardinia ; but he was already fet out on his Return te 
Turin, after having had a long Conference with Cardinal 
Alexander Albani, Prote&tor of the Crown of Sardinia s 
whereby it appears that all manner of Correfpondence 
between the two Courts is broke ; which will make i¢ 
neceflary te have Recourfe to the Mediation of France, 
or fomeother Power, to make upthis Difference. The 
Cardinal de Polignac has, according te feme Letters, of- 
fer’d the Moft Chriftian King’s good Offices, to prevent 
the ill Confequences of this Rupture; but we do not 
hear that his Mediation hag yet been offer'd in the 
ufual Form. . 


. The Confultation of the 40 Advocates of the Parlia- 
ment of Paris, and the Memorial prefented by them to 
the Moft Chriftian King, in December laft, (mention’d 
Hift, Reg. N° LX. p, 294.) have been again and again 
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examin’d by the Congregation of the Holy Office ; and 
notwithftanding the Oppofitions of. Monfieur de Polig- 
nac, and the Letters from the Cardinal de Fleury, the 
Court of Rome thought their Sovereignty and Privileges 
Yo. highly concern’d in thefe Writings, that they have 
declared they could not forbear to refent this Enterprize, 
and therefore they have made and publith’d the follow- 
ing Decree.

HE Sacred Congregation of our Lords, the moft E- 

minent and moft Reverend Cardinals of the Holy 
Roman Church, Inquifitors General of the Chriftian 
Commonwealth, being aflembled in the Monaftery of 
St. Mary of the Minerva, after having heard the Cenfure 
of feveral learned Divines, appointed Commiffaries for 
that Purpofe, and the Report they have made to our 
Holy Father the Pope Clement XII. who has approved 
the fame, and likewife the Suffrage of the Cardinals, 
who have voted in this Affair, they (the faid Congre- 
gation) purfuant to the Order of his Holinefs, and by 
and with the Advice of feveral learned Doétors, and 
experienc’d Civilians, condemn by the prefent Decree, 
the Writing entitled as above, to be burnt by the com- 
mon Hangman. This is the Fate that Libel ought to 
undergo, as containing Propofitions that are falfe, fedi- 
tious, fcandalous, rafh, injurious to the Supreme Au- 
thority of the Sovereign Pontiff, and befides are Schif- 
matical and Heretical. We order likewife this Decree 
to be affix’d and publifh’d at the Gates of the Church of 
the Prince of the Apoftles, the Palace of the Holy Of- 
fice, and other ufual Places, commanding and requiring 
“Fames Sebaftian Vafel to fee the fame executed. Prin- 
ted at Rome, in the Printing-Houfe of the A poftolical 
Chamber, Anno 1731. Sign’d Jofeph Bartole, (Notary of 
she Holy and Untverfal Inquiftion. | 
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Purfuant to this Decree, the Memorial aforefaid was 
torn into Pieces and burnt on the 20th of February, in 
the Place of the Field of Mars ; But the Memoria! pre- 
ferited by the faid Advocates, to the moft Chriftian King, 
has been ufed with lefs Ignominy, as appears by the 
following Decree: 





HE Sacred Congregation of our Lords, the moft 

: Eminent and moft Reverend Cardinals of the Holy 
Roman Church, Inquifitors General of the Chriftian 
Commonwealth, being affembled in the Monaftery of 
St. Mary of the Minerva, having by the Pope’s Order, 
examin’d a Writing intitled, 4 Memorial, prefented to the 
moft Chriftian King, by 40 Advocates of the Parliament of 
Paris ; they have ea‘ily and plainly difcover’d, that the 
Defign and Scope of that Work, is to attack the firft 
Principles of the Hierarchy, to leffen the Refpeft due 
by Chriftians, to that fupreme Authority folely refiding 
in the Perfon of the Sovereign Pontiff, and caufe them 
to rebel againit that Authority. Notwithflanding his 
Holinefs cannot too foon difplay his Severity againft that 
Writing, yet, if he does not carry it fo far as the Im- 
portance of the Matter requires, it is only becaufe he 
cannot doubt, but that the Advocates, who have fub- 
{cribed that Memorial, acknowledging their Fault, will 
haften to repair what they have done, by a formal dif- 
owning, or by a prompt Retrattion of it, which they 
ought, to confider as the only Means’ left to them, for 
moving his Holinefs, and to difarm the Severity of his 
Juftice. It being neceffary to provide againft, and fup- 
prefs whatfoever may prove an Occafion of Troubles 
and Confufion in the Church, after having taken the 
Advice of Perfons equally diftinguifh’d by their Piety 
and their Doftrine, and invoked the Holy Name of 
God, we have condemned the Writing aforefaid, and de- 
creed, that it fhall remain eternally fupprefs’d, as con- 
taining Maxims and Propofitions, falfe, {candalous, rath, 
feditious, tending to the Deftruétion of Hierarchy, and 
invading the Jurifdiftion of the Church, and contrary 
to the Supreme Authority of the Sovereign Pontiff, fa- 
youring and favouring Herefy, erroneous, {chifmatical, 
and heretical, forbidding to read and keep the fame, 
upon Pain of the Major Excommunication, that fhall 
be incurr'd ip/o fatto, His Holinefs seferving to himfelf, 
to whom only it belongs, to abfolve from the fame, Up. 


They 
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They were for fome Time exceedingly well pleas’d 
at Rome, with the Civilities of Count Stampa, who had 
fuffer’d Signor Oddi, the Pope’s Commiffary, to take 
Poffefion of the Dutchies of Parma and Placentia s but 
it appears by the frefheft Advices, that that Affair has 
been mifreprefented, and that it has not paffed fo much 
to the Advantage of the Holy See, as was at firft ima- 
gin’d. 

Signor Oddi being arriv’d at Parma, had feveral Con- 
ferences with the Dutchefs Dowager, and the Regents 
appointed by the late Duke, and afterwards with the 
Imperial General Count Stampa, who told him, that ha- 
ving declared upon his March with the Imperial Troops 
into Parma, that he would not concern himfelf with 
the Civil Government of that Dutchy, he had nothing 
to fay about what he propofed to him. Count Ringhieri, 
who was appointed by Cardinal Spinola, Legate of Bolo- 
pia, did thereupon perform the Ceremony of taking Pof- 
feffion of the Dutchy in the Palace, and the Standard of 
the Churth was fet up on the Gate thereof. The Impe- 
rial General having taken that Affair into Confideration, 
did not think fit to oppofe that chymerical taking Pof- 
feflion ; but however, for fear this fhould be drawn into 
Confequence, he enter’d a Proteftation againft this Pro- 
ceeding, and all the Confequences thereof, contrary to 
the Rights of the Emperor and the Empire; from 
whence we may conclude, that what the Papal Commif- 
faries have done on this Occafion at Parma, which was 
very much mifreprefented, fignifies nothing at all. 

The Affairs of Poland are likely to give a new Uneafi- 
nefs to the Pontiff; for it is certain, that the Poli/h Mi- 
niflers have declar’d, that the King their Matter, can 
no longer fuffer the Incroachments of the Court of Rome, 
on the Liberties of Poland, and this is likely to produce 
an open Quarrel between the two Courts. 

The Differences with Portugal, are faid to be ina fair 
Way of being accommodated ; for the Pope has refolv’d 
to raife Signor Bichi to the Purple ; his Portugueze Ma- 
jefty having declar'd, that "till his: Holinefs has made 
that Preliminary Step, he will not receive any Propofals 
for an Accommodation. That Gentleman is expefted at 
Sienna, where he will refide till his Promotion. 

Cardinal Cofcia has been fentenced by the Congrega- 
tion fuper nonnullis, to pay 120,000 Crowns to the Apo- 
fiolical Chamber, and. 80,000 Crowns more into the 
Treafury, for the Money he drew out of it during the

lite Pontificate. But foon after, he left Rowe fecretly, 
and: got into the Kingdom of Naples, almoft before he 
was mifs’d. His fudden Flight was attributed to two 
Caufes, 1ft, toa new Charge brought againft him, to 
have acquitted himfelf of which, would have coft him 
above: 150,000 Crowns : 2dly, That he was known to 
be of fo mean Birth, that he might be depriv’d of his 
Cardinalhip, by Virtue of the Papal :Conflitutions, 
Upon this, being inform’d by a particular Friend, 
that the Congregation /uper nonnullis were like to pro- 
ceed x him with Severity, he got Bills of Exchange 
upon Naples, to the Value of 220,000 Crowns, and 








went off with them. Mean while he has caus’d a Ma- 
nifefto to be difperfed here, making heavy Complaints 
of the Injuftice that.has been done him.

¥ Everal Shocks-of an Earthquake were. felt here, om 


_ the 2oth of March; which put the Inhabitants under 
a dreadful Confternation, ‘but'did them no other Harm. 
It was felt in many other Parts of this‘ Kingdom ; but 
was moft fatal at Foggia, a City in Apuglias above half 
the Houfes there being thrown down, and the Inhabi- 
tants ‘buried under the Ruins, to the: Number, as is 
computed, of above 2000 Perfons. Nota Church was 
left ftanding ; fo that thofe who efcaped, were obliged 
to build an Altar in the open Fields, on which they 
laced the miraculous Image of the Bleffed Virgin, 
hich efcaped being damaged 5. and they celebrated Mafs 
there every Day. The Nuns, whofe Monaftries have 
been deftroy’d, are re-affembled in the Cloyfter of Sr. 
Pafchal, where, to. fecure them from the Weather, they 
have built fmall Cabbins with Boatds.: -Moft of the 
Monks and Fryars ate difperfed in divers Parts of the 
Country, to fee for a Livelihood. The reitof the In- 
habitants are in inexprefiible Mifery, having neither 
Provifions, nor Mills} nor Ovens ; fome of ’em have 
tifhed by the malignant Vapours which iffued frona 
tie Openings of the Ground during the Earthquake. 
The Workmen have not been able to dig outas yet above 
eight or nine huadred ‘dead Bodies. *Tis fad to hear the 
Cries of People who are under the Rains for — 
9 an 
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and Mercy, fince People cannot relieve them without’ 
hazarding their own Lives by being bury’d under the 
Ruins of Walls and Foundations, which frequently fall 
down, or muft do fo, by digging or difturbing the 
Ground near them. Don Vincent del Pozzo, Auditor 
Royal of Foggia, who was not drawn out from: under 
the Ruins of his Houfe ’till the 23d paft, dy’d the 24th 
at Night ; and all the reft of his Family perifh’d. It is 
remarked with Aftonifhment, that the Water in. the 
Wells and Cifterns, is in fome Places feveral Foot above: 
the Surface of the Earth, and has overflow’d fome of 
the Gardens and Vineyards thereabout. The fame Earth-, 
quake was felt at Barletta, with very great Violence, 
but did little Damage. At Cerignola almoft.all the 
Churches have been overturn’d, and moft part of:the. 
Houfes ruin’d, by 25 Shocks of an Earthquake they 
had felt there, but only feven Perfons perifh’d. The 
Cities of €anofa and Andria fuffer’d alfo very much. 
At Molfetta three Houfes were fhook down, and three 
Perfons kill’d. At Bari the Shocks have been almoft 
continual, from the 2oth to the 21ft, but only fome 
Walls, particularly of the Church of St. Nicholas, were 
damaged. Some Buildings of the Convent of the Car- 
thufians, near Manfredonia, were demolifh’d ; and Fa- 
ther Tarno, Procurator of the Houfe, was kill’d, with 
20 other Perfons. 7

WE have given an Account in former Regifters of 
the Rejoicings made upon the Birth of the 
Dauphin ; but one Ceremony remain’d ftill behind, which 
was performed fince our laft, namely, the prefenting to 
the King the Swaddling-Cloaths confecrated by the Pope 
for the Ufe of the Dauphin; which is the cuftomary 
Prefent that arrives from Rome upon fuch Oocafiens. 
As this is perform’d with a wonderful deal of Forma: 
lity, and is a Thing not often done, it may not be amifs 
to infert the Order of the Ceremony here. tcf 
. Paris,:April 14. On the 8th Inftant, the Abbot Banti, 
Nuncio Extraordinary of the Pope, made his Publick 
Entry into this City.. The Prince de Guife, and the 
. Sieur Hebert, Antrodustor of the Embafladors, went 
with 
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with the King’s and the Queen’s Coaches, to take him 
up at the Convent of Piepas, whence the Proceflion was 
made in the following Order. The Introduétor’s Coach. 
Thofe of the Prince de Guife, preceded by his Mafler of 
the Horfe and Pages on Horfeback. A Swi/s of the 
Nuncio’s on Horfeback. The Nuncio’s Valets on Foot. 
Four Officers. The Mafter of the Horfe and four Pages 
on Horfeback. The King’s Coach, the Prince’s Livery 
Servants and thofe of the Sieur Hebert walking on each 
Side of it. The Queen’s Coach, and that of the Dut- 
chefs-Dowager of Orleans. Thofe of the Duke of Or- 
leans; the Dutchefs-Dowager of Bourbon; the Count 
de Charolois ; the Count de Clermont; the Princefs of 
Conti, Firft Dowager; the Princefs of Conti, Second Dow- 
ager ; the Priocefs of Conti, Third Dowager ; the Prince 
of Conti ; the Duke and Dutchefs du Maine ; the Prince 
de Dombes ; the Count @’Eu; the Count and Counte(fs 
de Toulouze 3 that of the Sieur Chavelin, Keeper of the 
. Seals, Minifter and Secretary of State for Foreign Af- 
fairs; and at the Diftance of 30 or 40 Paces, the Nun- 
cio’s Four Coaches. As foon as he was come to his Ho- 
tel, he was complitnented in the King’s Name by the 
Duke de Trefmes, Firft Gentleman of the Bed-Chamber 5 
on the Part of the Queen, by the Marquis de Villacerf, 
her Great Stewatd ; and on the Part of the Dutchefs of 
—" by the Marquis de Crevecaur, her Matter of the 
orfe. 

On the roth, the Prince de Guife and the Sieur He- 
bert, Introduétor of the Ambaffadors, took up the Nan- 
cio Extraordinary of the Pope at his Hotel, and con 
duéted him in the King’s and. the Queen’s Coaches to 
Verfailies, where he had his firft Publick Audience of 
the King. As he went through the Outer Court Yard 
before the Caflle, he found the Companies of the Frénck 
and Swi/s Guards under their Arms in a Line, with 
Drums beating; and in the Innet Court Yard, the 
Guards of the Door and thofe of the Provoit Marthal 
likewife under their Arms ina Line, at their ordinary 
Pofts. He was received at the Stairs Foot by the Great. 
Mafter, and the Mafter of the Ceremonies, the .100 
Swiffers being upon the Stair-Cafe in their Hubits of 
Ceremony, with their Halberds in their Hands;: and at 
the Door within the Guard Chamber, by the Duke de 
Bethune, Captain of the Life-Guards, who were under 
Arms, andranged ina Line. After the Audience, the 
King went intohis Cabinet, whither he was followed

by the Nuncio, and his Majefly faw the Swaddling 
Cloaths bleffed by the Pope for Monfeigneur the Dau- 
phin, which are very rich, and the Workmanihip of 
them is extremely beautiful. Afterwards the Nuncio 
was condu&ted to an Audience of the Queen, with the 
fame Ceremonies. His Majefty went to the Dauphin’s 
Apartment, and was followed thither by the Nuncio, 
who, in an Audience he had of the Dauphin, prefented 
to him, in the Name of the Pope, the Cloaths blefied 
by his Holinefs. . 

They confift of three Blankets, two of Scarlet Cloth 
embroider’d with Gold, clofe wrought on both Sides; 
and the other of Blue and Silver Mohair embroider’d 
with Goid, and lined with Cloth of Gold. The Swath- 
Band is of the fame Stuff, and embroider’d with Gold ~ 
and Pearls. The Shifts, Handkerchiefs, &c. aré in Half 
Dozens, and trimm’d with the fineft Englifh and Machlin 
Lace. There is, befides all thefe, a large Coverlet of 
Blue and Silver Mohair embroider’d with Gold : The 
Goverlet for the Cradle is of the fame Stuff, and em- 
broider’d in like Manner 5 as are alfo two large Pil- 
lows, the Buttons made of Gold Wire, The Basket for 
the Linnen is lined with Blue Damask embroider’d with 
Gold ; and the Whole is lock’d up in two great Chefts 
of Crimfon Velvet, embroider’d and laced with Gold, 
the Feet, Handles and Hinges whereof are of maffly 
Silver. 

After having been entertain’d by the King’s Officers, 
he was condufted back to his Hotel by the Sieur Hedert, 
in their Majefties Coaches, and with the ufual Cete- 


monies. 





There can be no doubt that the Court here is very 
much offended with the new Treaty of Vienna, and em- 
ploys ail the Arts ufed on fuch Occafions to defeat the 
Ends of thofe who formed it. But as no publick Steps 
have yet been taken, and the private Negociations can

T HE Treaty of Vienna has been communicated to 
the Deputies of the States-General by the Mini- 
fters of the Emperor and Great Britain; upon which 
Occafion Count Sinzendorff, the Emperor's Minifler, 
made them the following Speech~ 


- Gentlemen, 
i his Imperial and Catholick Majefty has order’d me 

to communicate to you the Treaty concluded and 
figned at Vienna the 6th paft, between his Imperial! and 
Cattiolick Majefty and his Majefty the King of Great 
Britain, and to invite the Republick to enter into it, as 
a principal Contratting Party, fhe is therein named as 
fuch, becaufe his Imperial and Catholick Majetly 
thought it would redound to the Honour of the States- 
General, and becaufe that Expreflion is the beft Proof 
of the great Value which his Imperial and Catholick 
' Majefty fets upon the Friendfhip of your Republick. 
Her Interefts sre fo well provided for therein, that I 
hope you will look upon the faid Treaty as advanta- 
geous, and (I will venture to fay) neceffary for the 
common Welfare of both Parties ; and that you will not 
hefitate to enter into reciprocal Engagements with the 
Emperor. 

Riis Imperial and Catholick Majefty would have been 
extremely glad to have carry’d on this Negociation, from the 
Beginning to the End, with the Republick’s Participation ; 
but the Nature of the Thing not admitting it, he has com- 
manded me to affure you, Gentlemen, that he wil] re@ 
pofe an entire Confidence in you upon all Occafions, and 
always concert with you whatfoever can promote the 
Common Good. 

I am toadd, that the Bafis and Foundation of the 
Treaty which I have the Honour and Satisfaction to 
communicate to you, and into which I invite you to 
enter, as a principal Contratting Party, is and ought to 
be the Renewing of the ancient and ftriét Friendthip, 
Harmony, and good Underftanding between his Impe- 
rial and Catholick Majefty, his Majefty the King of 
Great Britain, and your Republick, which fubfifled % 
Jong, and tended to their mutual Advantage. 


T2 This 
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This Overture has not been comply’d with very rea- 
dily. All the Oppofition France could make was not 
wanting ; and the State of this Republick makes the 
Adminiftrators of its Affairs very unwilling to difoblige 
that Crown. The States of Holland have already defired 
a further Explication of fome Articles of the Treaty, 
and made fome farther Demands to prevent all Doubts 
and Difficulties upon any future Emergencies. Thofe 
Remarks of the States of Holland have been under De- 
bate in the Affembly of the States-General, and are as 
follow : 





I. That with Regard to the mutual Guaranty men- 
tion’d in the Firft Article, a Declaration may be made, 
that it is to be underftood only of the Territories now 
aftually poffeffed by the Contra&ting Parties ; and that 
Contingent be ftipulated, which every one is to furnith, 
without being obliged to concur fotis viridus, 

IJ. That for what concerns the Pragmatick Sanétian, 
the Emperor thould declare, that he will not mrrry 
the Archdutchefs to any Prince that can prejudice the 
Ballance of Europe. 

III. That the faid Guaranty fhall extend only to the 
Suceeffors of the prefent Emperor. 

IV. That all the Territories which formerly belonged 
to the King of Spain, Charles 11. and are now under the 
Dominion of his Imperial Majefty, fhall be prohibited 
Trading not only to the Eaft and Weft Indies, (purfuant 
to the Treaty of Munffer) but alfo to Africa. 

V. That the Number of Tons be fpecify’d, of the 
two Ships that are.to go once for all to bring home the 
Companv’s Effeéts. 

VI. That a Time be fixed for the Return of thofe 
two Veffels. 

VII. That the faid Ships be obliged to return dire@ly 
to the Port of Offend, without touching at any other. 

VIII. That no Ship, of what Nation foever the be, 
coming from the Indies, fhall be permitted te enter the 
Harbour of Offend. 

IX. With refpe&t to the Tariff of Duties to be fet- 
tled upon Merchandizes brought by the Hollanders into 
the Auftrian Netherlands, it fhall make a Separate Arti- 
cle of itfelf, having nothing in Common with the Abo- 
Jition of the Oftend Company 3 declaring that they hall 
be independent of each othsr.

T HIS Empire refts with great Tranquillity under 
‘the Government of the Czarina; a Princefs, who 
tho’ the has fpent a great Part of her Life in Privacy, 
and little taken Notice of, feems to follow as prudent 
and happy Maxims of State as could have been eXpeéted 
from the longeft Experience. The great End purfued 
under her Government is the cultivating diligently the 
Arts of Peace; among which her Minifters have parti- 
cularly under their Care the promoting of Commerce 5 
which the Situation of that vaft Empire (bordering on 
“almoft- all the Northern and Eaftern Parts of fia) gives 
them peculiar Opportunities for. They hav@ at pre- 
{ent under their Confideration the opening a Trade with 
Perfia and China; by which they hope to make their 
Country the Staple of Eaft-India Commodities for the 
Northern Parts of Europe. The former they propofe to 
compafs by Means of the Rivers, which, from Mu/covy 
on one Side, and from Perfia on the other, fall into the 
Cafpian Sea, and make, by that Means, a navigable 
‘Communication between the Inland Parts of thofe great 
Empires. As they want this Convenience on the Side 
of China, they propofe to fupply it by making a con- 
“venient Road quite thro’ the Dominions of Mu/covy, 
to the very Frontiers of China, which fhall be fupply’d 
by the Care of the Government, with every Thing that 
may render the Pafiage eafy and convenient. [For the 
promoting this Defign, Ambaffadors have been fent to 
China; which have been fo well received, that the Em- 
peror has return’d the Refpe& to the Czarina, by fend- 
ing a formal Embaffy to her, which is a Thing very 
rarely done by thofe remote Afian Princes, and is al- 
ways a Token of uncommon Regard for the Prince to 
whom it is fent. The Chinefe Ambaffadors have been 
received with great Pomp, as well by Way of Oftenta- 
tion of the Czarina’s Greatnefs, as to cultivate a good 
Correfpondence. The Ceremonies of their Reception, 
Entry, and Publick Audience, we shall here infert.

aN te Preparations being made, their Excellencies 
approach’d the oth of Favuary in the Evening, within 
15 Wurfts, and took their Lodgings at the Imperial Sum- 
Amer Palace Alexeowski, which for that Purpufe had been 
magnificently prepar’d and furnith’d. 

Bere the faid Ambafladors refted four Davs, during 
which Time her Imperial Majefty’s High Officers neg- 
SeBed not to fend all Sorts of Wines and Sweetmeats 
thither, ‘ 

On the 13th her Imperial Majefty, out of Regard .to 
the faid Minifters, order’d Peter Kurdatow, her Coun- 
fellor in Chancery, to go to Alexcowski to Compliment 
fhe faid Ambafladors upon their Arrival ; and at the 
fame Time to acquaint them how they thould be re- 
ceived in Mofcow, , 

Two Days after; to.wit, the 13th, the faid Ambaffa- 
dors broke up from Alexeowski, and came at Night to 
the City of Mofcow, where. they alighted at the late 
Privy-Counfellor’s Wafilet Fedorowitx Soltikow's Back- 
Garden, on the River Foufa, where fome Time before 
fufficient Provifions, Sweetmeats, &c. had been fent for 
their Table; alfo a great many. Perfons of Diftinétion, 
and her Imperial Majefty’s Muficians, who. receiv’d the 
faid Ambaffadors at their alighting with Mufick, and 
were ferved up at Table in a Silver Service. They were 
accompany’d at Table by the Titular Counfellor Iwan 
Glafunow, who was fent to meet them as far as the Con- 
fines or Borders of Caina, to ‘receive and condua them 


fafe to Mofcow. : 
The 
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The next Day, being the 14th of ‘Fanuary, thé Day 
appointed for their Publick Entry, about Ten o’Clock in 
the Morning, the commanding Company of Horfe and 
Carofie affembled near the Krafnye Warota in Séwiljanoi 
Gorod, where the Counfellor of State Siven, as Dire&tot 
of this Ceremony, wasarrtiv’d, who having view'd every 
Thing defign’d for the Reception of the Ambaffadors, 
went in the Imperial Chariot to the above Back-Garden, 
where the faid Ambaffadors had reited. 

‘The Match to the faid Palace of Soltikow began with @ 
Company of Grenadier-Guards, commandéd by Captain 
Knjas Repnin, accompany’d with the Court Trumpeters 
and Kettle-Drums of Silver. 

Next follow’d eight Coaches, with the Chief Minifters 
and General Officers, all draws by fix Horfes, accérding 
to the Seniority of the Lords and Gentlemen ; before 
each Coach rode a Gentleman of the Stable and two Li- 
very Servants, and behind camie the Lacqueys and Hey- 
ducks on Foot. 

Then follow’d thé Imperial Coach, drawn by fix 
Horfes, being preceded by ten Turkey Led-Horfes very 
richly accoutred, guarded by fix Grenadier Serjeants of 
Horfe, and attended by as mary Lacqueys ; and at the 
Side of the Coach were two Heyducks aid two Running 
Footmen in their proper Habits. 

Next march’d a Company of the Grenadier-Guards, 
with their Officers at their Head on Horféback; thefe, 
as well as the Company that were inthe Front, carry’d 
their Swords naked in their Hands, and all the while the 
Cavalcade Iafted, nothing was heard but the Sound of 
Trumpets and Kettle-Drums, 

Upon the Arrival of Counfellor Sien in the aforefaidl 
Garden of Soltikow, he was met at the Stairs-Head by 
the Ambafladors,, who together enter’d into the Apart~ 
ment with him, when the faid Miniffer acquainted them, 
That her Imperial Majefty, to fliew the great Refpest 
fhe had for the ancient Friendthip of his Ghine/e Bochdi- 
chanian Majefty, had appointed for the Chief of them, 
her own Body Coach, and for the others, eight others, 
and had commanded him to condu& them into the City 
of Mofcow, to the feveral Apartments prepared for 
them: Hereupon the faid Ambaffadors enter’d the re- 
fpe&tive Coaches, and then the Cavalcade began in the

7- The Coach of the General Field-Marfhal Kuja/en 
Tevan Furgewytz Trubetzkoi, and in it Uganaii, a Chief 
Mungale, holding. the Bochdichani’s Credentials in his 
Hands ; and becaufe of the Honour due to that Name, 
it was, at the Requett of the faid Ambaffadors, that this 
Coach went at a great Diftance from the others ; before 
it rode a Chinefe with Bow, Arrows, &c. 

8. The three Ambaffadors Dfalin, Sangin, Wafiaw, ap- 
pear’d next in the Coach of General Field-Marfhal Knja- 
fen Wafelei Wolodimerytz Dolgorukoi. 

g- In the Coach of the Great Chancellor Count Gaw- 
vila Iwanowytz Gallowkin fate the fecond Ambaffador’ 
Merin Sangin Gunfche, having at his Left-Hand Commif- 
fary Glafunow. 

19. Then follow’d the Imperial Body Coach, in which 
at the Right-Hand fate A/chani Amba Tufchi, Chief of 
the Embaffy, and the third Perfon in the Tribunal for 
Foreign Affairs in China ; having at his Left-Hand the 
State-Counfellor Siben, and over-againft them an Inter- 
preter. ; 

At each Side. of the three Coaches which carry’d the 
Ambaffadors, a Servant of theirs attended on Horfe- 
bark witha yellow Turbant ; the reft of the Coaches 
were attended with the Servants of thofe Lords that rode , 
in them, for which Purpofe 60 Horfes out of her Impe- 
rial Majefty’s Stables were appointed. 

11. The Imperial Coach was follow’d by a Company of 
Grenadiers on Horfe-back; after which, under a fplen- 
did Gonvoy, came the Baggage of the Ambaffadors. -

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The Cavalcade was made over the Bridge ‘fou/2, and 
thro” the great Street of the German Slabode to Fechalowa, 
and thro” the Bafman Slabode, thro” the Mia/nitzki Street , 
towards the Kra/nie Worota,. or the Red Gate, where 
two Regiments were drawn up on the Parade, headed 
by their proper Officers, with flying Colours, Regimen- 
tal Mufick, and 31 Pieces of Ordnance ; and at the Ap- 
proach of the Chief Ambaffador, the Officers faluted 
them with their Pikes and Colours, the-Soldiers prefent- 
ed their Arms, andthe 31 Pieces were difcharg’d. 

A Company of Soldiers, with their Officers at their 
Head, were alfo drawn up on the Parade, in Bieloi-gorod, 
near the Miafrutzki Gate, and another in Kitay, near 
St. Nicholas Gate, who, upon the Approach of the Chief 
Ambaffador, faluted them likewife with their Drums 
beating, and Colours flying. 

In Kitay, near the Ka/ani Church, the Cavalcade 
turn’d over the Kra/naja Plot{chfchad, which is a large 
fpacious fine Place, where two Regiments were likewife 
rang’d, who, like the former, with Martial Mufick 

refented their Arms; from thence they turn’d to the 
Left-Hand, thro” the Streets with Shops, to the Habita:

dier Companies appear’d on the Parade, but the Coaches 
went all to the Court-yard, and when the firft of them 
camé tothe Inner Court Stairs, they alighted out of 
their Coaches, and took the fame Way as they came back 
again.

Here the Ambaffadors were entertain’d by the faid

'™n this Manner the Ambafladors were entertain’d at 
Mo/fcow for three Days, and attended the firft Day by

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On the 15th of ‘fanuary, being the Day after the Am- 
baffadors arriv’d, the Privy-Counfellor Wofilei Stepanow 
was fent to them, by her Imperial Majeity’s Order, to 
bid them heartily welcome, in her Name, and to feli- 
citate them upon their Arrival. 

The Chief of the Embaffy met the faid Privy-Coun- 
fellor at the Stairs Foot, and when he had deliver’d his

fore his Forehead, entet’d the Palace, where they met 
with the following Reception.

The three Ambaffadors were attended in, only by fuch 


of the Chinefe and Mungales, that rode in Coaches with 
them. 

In the Anti-Chamber were pofted the Grenadiers of 
the Guard, but in the next Apartment from the Door 
half-way, the Chevalier Guard, with their proper Arms. 
. Before the Entrance of the Ambaffadors into the Au- 
dience Chamber, the Ladies of the Court and Diftin&tion 
were admitted and ranged according to Order on the 
right Side of the Throne, and on the left the Field Mar- 
fhals, Generals, Senators, and the Great Men of Di- 
ftin&tion ; and the Galleries were fill’d with both Ladies 
and Gentlemen, who were admitted by Tickets. 

Then her Imperial Ruffian Majefty, in her Imperial 
Robes, with the fmali Crown on her Head, approached 
and feated herfelf, . with the ufual Ceremony, on the 
Throne; on the right of which, upon'the Table, were 
placed the Imperial great Crown, Scepter, and Globe. 

Behind the Seat of her Imperial Majefty flood the Up- 
per Marfhal General Sol/ticow, and the Upper Chamber- 
Jain Count von Biron.

At what Time the Grand Chancellor Count Gollowkin, 
(who, together with the Vice-Chancellor Count (/ter- 
man, attended on the Right-hand of the Throne) kneel’d 
before the Emprefs; and having receiv’d her Imperial 
Majetty’s Commands, defcended and went to the Chief 
of the Ambaffadors, who, as well as the above, kneel- 
ing, deliver’d tohim his Bochdichanian Majefty’s Letter, 
who carry’d it to the Table next to her Majefty, which 
was. cover’d with Drab d’Or, and having laid it thereon, 
he again defcended, and acquainted the Ambaffadors,

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that they might approach the Throne. Accordingly they 
moved a few Paces forward, and then made another Stay ; 
and then the Chief + mbaffador made a Speech to her 
Imperial Majefty, onthe Part of his Bochdichanian Ma- 
jefty, which the Privy-Counfellor Wafilei Stephanow ren- 
der’d to the following Effect : 


Moft Iluftrious, moft Mighty Emprefs, and Self- 
Preferver of all Ruffia, 

TT" your Imperial Majefty, hath his Bochdichanian Ma- 

jefty fent us, his AmbafJadors, with expre/s Commands, 
to congratulate your Majefty on your Acceffion to your Here- 
ditary Dominions of Rufha, and likewi/e to affure your Ma- 
jefty of his firm Friendfhip : As a Token of . which, he hath 
fent by us, out of his Country, fome Prefents to be deliver'd 
to your Majefty. 

We are order'’d, moreover, by his Bochdichanian Maje- 
Sty, to enquire after your Majefty’s Health 5 and to give 
Affurance, in his Name, That his Majefty wifhes nothing 
more, than that your Majefty may be always happy; and 
that your Health, like the Sun, may endure for ever. 


Hereupon the Great Chancellor, in the Name of her 
Majefty, return’d the following Anfwer : 


T HAT her Imperial Majefty took the Embaffy, &c. of 
his Bochdichanian Mayefty, together with their Come 
pliments, as a particular Mark of his Friendship s and on 
her Part affured his Bochdichanian Majefty, of her unale 
terable Friendjhip and Refolution to cultivate a good Hare 
mony with him, 


Having receiv’d this Anfwer by the Great Chancel- 
lor, they immediately kneel’d again, and congratulated 
her Majefty in their own Name, bowing themfel ves three 
. Times to the Ground, and remain’d kneeling until their 
Speech of Gratulation had been tranflated by the Privy« 
— Wafilei Stephanow, in Terms to the following 
Effect :

coum of the Debates thereon in the two Houfes, 


: In the Houfe of LORDS. 
SFIS Majefty’s Speech being reported by my Lord 
‘Chancellor, a Motion was made’ and feconded, 
Thatan humble Addrefs be prefented to his Majefty, to 
return his Majefty the Thanks of that Houfe for his 
moft Gracious Speech from the Throne; to declare, 
that as his Majefty had ufed all juft Endeavours & 
obtain a Compliance. with the juft Conditions of the 
Treaty of Seville, fo. it was their Daty to perfevere 
ina \Zeal- for his Majefty’s Honour, and the Pub- 
lick. Faith of the Nation; and to affure his Majefty, 
that they would fupport his Majefty’s Engagements,. 
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and in al] Events endeavour to the utmoft of their Power; 
to enable his MajeBy to procure Satisfaction to his Al» 
lies, and that whenever his Majefty fhould be gracionlly 
pleafed to ask their farther Advice and Affiftance, they 
would come to fuch Refolutivns as became dutiful and 
faithful Subje&ts, tendey of the Effufion of Blood, and 
the Expence of Publick Treafure, but unalterab!y Stea- 
dy in maintaining the Honour of the Nation, and the 
Sacred Faith due to Publick Treaties. 

An Amendment was offer’d by the Right Honourable 
the Lord Carteret to. this Motion, and feconded by the 
Earls of Winchelfea, Straffurd, Gc. which was as follows, 
That they fhould defire of his Majeity, that in Cafe a 
War broke out, his Majefty would take Care that the 
fame fhould not be carry’d on again{t the Emperor in 
Flanders or upon the Rhine. This Amendment was op- 
pofed by the Dukes of Newcaftle, Argyle, Gc. and after 
long Debates, it was carry’d againft the Amendment, 
and an Addrefs order’d to be drawn up in the Terms firft 
propofed. The Arguments of both Sides were much the 
fame as were made ufe of in the Houfe of Commons, 
which therefore need not be here related particularly.

In the Houfe of COMMONS. 

R. Speaker, with the Commons, being return’d to 
their own Houfe, in order to conftitute a Seffion 
_ of Parliament, a Bill for the mare effectual preventing of 
Clandeftine Outlawries was read, and order’d to be read a 
fecond Time. Then Mr. Speaker reported, that the 
Houfe had attended his Mzjefty in the Houfe of Peers, 
that he had obtain’d a Copy of his Majefty’s Speech, 
which he read to the Houfe ; and thereupon a Motion 
was made and feconded, That an humble Addrefs be pre- 
{ented to, his Majeftv, to return his Majefty the Thanks 
of the Houfe for his moft Gracious Speech from the 
Throne, to acknowledge his Majefty’s Goodnefs in en- 
deavouring to have the Conditions of the Treaty of Se. 
wille fulfilled and executed, in fuch Manner as might 
deft fecure a general Pacification, and be conformable 
with his Engagements with his Allies; to declare their 
entire Confidence in his Majefty’s Care and Concern for 
the Honour and Interefts of his People, and their perfe&t 
Reliance upon his Wifdom and Juftice, in doing every 
Jhing that hall depend upon him, to procure the Sa- 
tisfa€tion 
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tisfa&tion to his Allies, by fuch Means as fhall be moft 
defirable, or abfolutely neceffary ; to exprefs their 
firm-Refolution to continue their utmoft Zeal and Vi- 
gour, in fupport of his Majefty and his Engagements, 
and to affure his Majefty, that they would give all pof- 
fible Difpatch to the Publick Bufinefs, as itfhould from 
. Time to Time be brought before them ; and that from 
a dutiful Regard to his Majefty’s Honour and Dignity, 
and a jut Concern for the true Interefé of their Country, 
which they fhould always look upon as indi/pen/able and 
infeparable Obligations, they would grant to his Majefty 
fuch Supplies as fhould be neceflary for. the Service of 
the enfuing Year ; and effe&tually enable his Majefty to 
make good his Engagements with his Allies: And in 
return to his Majefty’s Goodnefs, in avoiding to bring 
any unnecefflary Burthens upon his People, to affure his 
Majefty, that in Cafe the Circumftances of Affairs fhould 
oblige his Majefty to ask the further Advice and Affi- 
ftance of that Houfe, they would, upon every Occafion, 
difcharge their Duty to his Majefty and thofe they re- | 
prefent, with that Chearfulnefs and Affeftion which be- 
came a Briti/h Houfe of Gemmons, tender and jealous 
of the Honour of the Crown, and careful and folicitous 
for the Glory of the Kingdom. ‘ 
Hereupon a Motion was made in the Houfe, .and fe- 
conded, for the following Amendment to the firft Mo- 
tion, viz. To leave out moft Part of the firft Motion in 
order to make the Addrefs General, and todefire that his 
Majefty would take a Care, that no War fhould be car- 
ry’d on in Flanders or upon the Rhize. 

This Amendment was fupported by the two Mr. Pul- 
teney’s, Sir William Wyndham, Gc. and oppofed by Sir 
Robert Walpole,Mr. Horatio Walpole,Lord Harvey,Sir Wil- 
liam Yonge, Gc. the Arguments offer’d in Support of the 
Amendment were, That every. Gentleman in that Houfe 
knew very well the great, Expence of Blood and Trea- 
fure it had coft'this Nation to reduce.the exorbitant 
Power of France, which by the impolitick Meafures of 
former Times had been allow’d to rife.to fuch a Height, 
that it began to threaten the Liberties of all Europe : 
That our joining with France, and attacking the Empe- 
rorin Flanders, or upon the Rhine, would naturally 
‘throw Flanders, and perhaps a Part of Germany, into the 
Hands of the French; by which that Monarchy would 
again become terrible to Europe, and the whole Fruits of 
a ten Years fuccefsful War would be entirely we 
at 
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That French Alliances, thro’ the Unfaithfulnefs of 
that People, and their inveterate Malice to us, had al- 
ways proved deflructive to the Intereft and Trade of this 
Nation, that the Ufe they had always made of a Corre- 
fpondence with us, was to encourage arbitrary Defigns 
in our Princes, and that therefore it had generally pro- 
ved fatal for any King, or Miniftry of England, to énter 
cordially into any Friendfhip or Correfpondence with 
them :, That we might learn from the Hiftories of for- 
mer Times, what Faith could be given to French Pro- 
mifes or French Engagements ; even at prefent we may 
fee, that they have taken Advantage of the late preca- 
rious Situation of the Affairs of Europe, and of the Con- 
fidence we have repofed in them, and from thence have 
prefumed to clear and reftore the Harbour of Dunkirk, 
and to incroach upon our Settlements in the Weft-Indies = 
From their prefent Management we may judge, how 
much their Friendfhip is to be depended on, we may fee 
that we muft pay dear for any fuperficial Favours they 
are pleafed to vouchfafe to us; or to any of our Allies. 

That profecuting a War either in Flanders or upon the 
Rhine in Conjun&tion with the French, could tend to ne- 
thing but the ruining of that Ballance of Power in Eu- 
rope, which with Difficulty we had at laft eftablith’d, 
after a ten Years. bloody and expenfive War, crown’d 
with many glorious Victories, and attended with a moft 
furprizing Succefs: That in the prefent Conjuntture 
of the Affairs of Europe, the Ballance of Power by our 
being beaten might fuffer, by our being vitorious, it 
would beentirely deftroy’d, and loft perhaps for ever. 

That according to the ancient Parliamentary Method, 
all Addreffes were General; that our Anceftors never 
were fo complaifant to declare their Senfe of Things, 
*till the Particulars came regularly before them: That 
the making of an Addrefs in Terms fo particular as thofe 
now propofed, look like an immediate Determination of 
all the Points likely to come before them, which was in 
Effet bringing the Bufinefs of the whole Seflion into 
the Refolves of one Day, and proceeding to determine 
without either Proofs or Reafons for fuch Determina- 
tions: As for Example, the promifing now to Support 
his Majefty in all his Engagements, without knowing 
what thofe Engagements were, feem’d to be a determin- 
ing, that they would Support him before any Reafon 
could be offer’d for fuch a Determination ; for no other 
Reafon could be offer’d, than = they were all-juft 
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end reafonable, which no Man could fay before he knew - 
what they were. 

In Anfwer to this it was urg’d, That the making of 
the Addrefs in Terms fo very General, feem’d to be 
fhewing a Sort of Diffidence in his Majefty’s Conduét and 
Management ; that his Majefty, ever fince: he came to. 
the Throne, had always been fo careful of the Interefis 
of thé Nation, that no Member of the Houfe hed any 
Reafon to harbour the Ieaft Sufpicion of his Majefty’s 
Meafures : That asto the other Part of the Amendment 
relating tothe War in Flanders or upon the Rhine, they- 
agreed, that it was not for the Intereft of Europe, that 
any Part of thofe Countries fhould fall into the Hands 
of the French ; that his Majefty wouid without doubt, 
according to his wonted Prudence, take al! proper Care 
to prevent any fuch Confequence ; and that the putting 
of fuch Words in the Addrefs would look like an In- 
croachment upon the Prerogative of the Crown, anda 
direfting of the Operations of the future War, if any- 
fhould happen, which they hoped would not, for that 
they had good Reafon to believe, that the Meafures al- 
ready concerted would produce a Pacification. 

That the principal Defign of the great-Alliance form’é 
againft the Emperor was'to convince him, ‘that if hedid 
not come into the peaceable’Meafures propoftd, he would 
be fo powerfully attack’d upon all Sides, that it would 
be impoffible for him to refift; which Defign would be 
entirely fruftrated, if they fhould declare at the Begiri- 
ning, that he was not to be attack’d in Flanders or upon 
the Rhine, thefe being the only two Places in which he 
was vulnerable; for that in. Italy he could make him- 
felf Superior to the whole Alliance, fince he was alrea- 
dy in Poffeffion of that Country, and could pour in what 
Troops he pleafed by unexpenfive Land Marches, where- 
by he might fill the whole Country with his numerous 
Body of Horfe, which, being Mafler of the open Coun- 
try, as well as of all the fortjfy’d Places, he might ea- 
fily fubfift, whilft the Troops fent by the Allies to at- 
tack him in Italy, in order to force him to a Compliance 
with the Terms of the Treaty of Seville, muft be both 
tranfported, and fupported by Seas it being well known 
to all who underftand any Thing of’ the Geography of 
Italy, that. it is, impoffible to force a Paffige by Land ‘in- 
to that Country, when it is provided with a powerful 
and well difciplin’d Army to. oppofe the Entry of an 
Encmy, That therefore it would be very impolitick to 
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put any fuch Words in their Addrefs, becaufe it would 
porieitte the Emperor, that the Allies had come to a 
efolution not to attack him in Flanders or upon the 
Rhine, which, by taking away all Grounds of Fear from 
the Court of Vienna, would make them perfevere in re- 
fufing te enter into any peaceable Meafures, whereby 
ofe Alliances, which had been procured with fo much 
ence and Labour, would be rendet’d fruitiefs and of 
no Effest, and confequtntly a Pacification would become 
altogether impraéticable.. 

, Another Amendment was offer’d by Thomas Wyndham, 
Efq; Member of Parliament for Sudbury in Suffolk, in 
thefe Words, wiz. That they would fupport his Majefty’s 
Engagements, . in £ far as they related to the Intere/? of 
Great Britain. his Motion was feconded by Mr. Pul- 
teney and feveral others, and oppofed by Sir Rodert Wal- 
pele, &c. in Support of the Amendment it was faid, 

hat it was agreeable to the A& of Settlement, whereby 
it isexprefly provided, that this Nation thall not be 
obliged to enter into a.War for the Defence of any Do- 
minion not belonging to’ the Crown of Great Britain s 
that by virtue of this A@ his Majefiy h¢ld the Crown 
of thefe Realms, and that therefore every Claule and 
Provifo thereof was to be exaétly obferv’d, except in fo 
far as they had been, or fhould be alter’d by Parliament s 
and that therefore the Houfe could not well, by Way of 
Addrefs, go any further, than to fay, that they would 
Support his Majefty’s Engagements, in fo far as they 
related to the Intereft of Great Britain. 

In Anfwer to this it wasalledg’d, that fuch an Ex- 
preffion in their Addrefs would feem to infinuate, that 
his Majefty had enter’d into Engagements that did not 
relate to the Interefts of Great Britain, which would be 
the greateft. Ingratitude that could be imagin’d towards 
his Majefty, who, in all his Meafures, had never fhew’d 
the leaft Regard to any Thing but the Intereft of Great 
Britain, andthe Eafe and Security of the People there- 
of, as all thefe who had the Honour to ferve him could 
teftify, and upon their Honour declare , that they hoped 
every Member of that Houfe was convine’d, that his 
Majefty never would enter into.any Engagement that 
was not abfolutely neceflary for procuring the Happinefs 
and infuring the Safety of his People, and therefore it 
was quite unneceffary to confine the Words of their Ad- 
ons to fuch Engagements as related to the Intereft of 

at Britain, 
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In this Debate George Heathcote, Efq; Member for 

Hindon in Wilt/hire, fpoke to the Effe&t tollowing, viz. 
"That with Refpe& to the Prerogative, he did not think, 
that the giving of Advice to his Majefty could ever be 
call’d an interfering with the Prerogative of the Crown, 
fince it was the proper Bufinefs of Parliament, which 
was the King’s great Council, to advife the Crown in 
all Matters of Importance ; that it was what many Par- 
liaments had done, and what they were always obliged 
to do. i 
That the a€ting againft the Emperor in Flanders or up+ 
on the Rhine was abfolutely deftruftive to the Intereft of 
England, and inconfiftent with that Political Maxim of 
maintaining a Ballance of Power in Europe, as had been 
acknowledg’d by all the Gentlemen who had {poke in the 
Debate s therefore he thought he had good Reafon to be- 
lieve, that no Minifter would dare to advife his Majefty 
to concur in fuch a Meafure ; for which Reafon there 
was no need of advifing his Majefty againft a Meafure, 
which it could not be fuppofed he would take. 
’ That in order to procure the long wifh’d for Peace, it 
was neceffary to convince the World, that they would 
join heartily with his Majefty in all proper Meafures 
for that End, which they could not more’ effeétually de, 
than by fhewing an Unanimity in their Refolves at the 
Beginning of the Seffion of Parliament ; fuch an Unani- 
mity would certainly have its Weight Abroad, it would 
encourage our Allies, it would terrify our Enemies, and 
make both attentive to fuch Propofals as his Majefty 
fhould think proper to make to them 5 and it would tefti- 
fy to the World their Zeal for the Support of the prefent 
happy Eftablifhment. 

That for his Part, he look’d upon all Addreffes to be 
in their own Nature General, and that no Words which 
could be put into an Addrefs could any Ways influence 
the future Refolutions of Parliament; he look’d upon 
them only as Words of Courfe, and no more Obligatory 
than the penal Words of a Bond, which every one knows 
obliges the Debtor to the Payment of nothing more than’ 
the principal Sum borrow’d, with Intereft and Cofts of 
Suit: That the declaring in the Addrefs, ‘that they 
would Support the King’s Engagements, neceffarily im- 
plies, that fuch Engagements -do‘relate to the Intereft 
of England ; and if afterwards it fhould appear, that any 
one of them did not, he would not at all think himfelf 
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obliged by the general Words of the Addrefs to approve 
of, or fupport any fuch Engagement. 

That he believ’d he fhou!d Vote for an Addrefs in the 
Terms as at firft propofed, but that his Voting in that 
Way might not be conftrued fo as to anticipate his Affent 
to any Thing thereafter propofed, he thought it proper 
to declare, That by Supporting his Majefty’s Engage- 
ments, he neither meant to agree to the continuing of 
the Hefiansin the Pay of Great Britain, nor to approve 
of fubmitting tamely to the Depredations of the Spani- 
‘ards, nor of allowing them to Blockade Gidraltar ; nor 
did he approve of fubmitting paffively fo the Incroach- 
ments of the.French in the Weft-Indies,.or to-the opening 
the Port and Harbour of Dunkirk; nor would he from 
thence think himfelf obliged to approve of any Meafure, 
which he fhould not at the Time of propofing think ex- 
pedient, and confiftent.with the real and true Intereft of 
Great Britain: That by affuring his Majefty, that the 
Houfe would Support his Engagements, he meant to 
Support no other Engagements, than fuch as the Houfe 
fhould judge to be for the Advantage of the Nation ; that 
for. his Part, he was very fure that his Majefty would 
enter into none but fuch as were fo, and if it fhould ap- 
pear, that any other Sort of Engagement had been en- 
ter’d into, he would take it to be an Engagement of the 
Minifters, and not an Engagement of the King’s, and 
confequently, that the Words of the Addrefs did not 
oblige the Houfe, or any. Member of the Houfe, to Sup- 
port the fame in any Manner of Way. For thefe and 
many other Reafons; he was of Opinion, that the Ad- 
drefs ought to be inthe Terms firft propofed. And the 
Mafter of the Rolls, and feveral other Members decla- 
ring, that they were of his Opinion, and that they un- 
derftood Addreffes in the fame Manner ashe did, the 
Queftion was put, and it paffed without a Divifion, to 
Addrefs his Majefty in the Terms firft propofed without 
any Amendment. 

Whereupon a Committee was appointed to draw up an 
Addrefs accordingly, and the fame being drawn up, and 
reported next Day to the Houfe, it was agreed to, and 

efented the Day following to his Majefty by the whole

The Committee beg Leave to reprefent’ to the Hoult, 
thatthe faid Petition fer forth, That inthe Year rrxz, 
when his Excellency Henry Worfley, Efq; took the Ad- 
miniftration of this Government'upon him, and for mas 
ny Years before, the Gentlemen of: tiie Ifland’ Raving 
been haraft’d with Parties and Divifions, in Hopes to 
put an End to the fame, and to obtain the Redrefé off fe« 
veral Grievances, were’ wrought upon to fibmit to.a 
Settlement of 6000 2. Sterling per Annumron the faid Go- 
vernor during his Refidence here, in the Quality of Nir 
Jate Majefty’s Governor ; a Séttlement fo very extrava- 
gant, and fo much more than what tle’ Country could 
afford, that the Inhabitants could not long fupport them- 
felves under the fame’; but which, However, they had 
chearfully fubmitted to for feveral Years ; and yet not- 
withflanding that the Ifland had been fo far from reap- 
ing any Advantage from their indifcreet Generofity, 
that, on the contrary, the Publick Good had been en- 
tirely negle&ted, and no Meafures taken to redrefs the 
Gtievances of the IMfand: But his Excellency and hie 
Creatures had thereby been the better enabled, and more 
at Leifure to opprefs the Inhabitants; the Militia had 
been totally negle&ted, the Forts, Breaft-Works and Bat- 
teries were gone to Ruin, the Publick Stores were em- 
bezzled and wafted,. and all Perfons in Office under his 
Excellency bufy’d in nothing but:how-to-raife a 
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from the Ruins of the People, by inventing new Fees 
and Perquifites, and encreafing the former Fees and E- 
moluments of their feveral Offices. And the faid Peti- 
tion further fet forth, That the Freeholders of the Ifland, 
maoved at laft with a juft Senfe of their Danger and ill 
Ufage, had, in the Month of ‘July, 1727, chofen fuch 
Perfons to reprefent them in the Affembly as might en- 

wire into, and attempt to procure Redrefs of fome of. 
their moft crying Grievances; and that when the faid 
Affembly were Sitting about that Affair, with all the 
Calmnefs and Moderation imaginable, and with due De- . 
ference and Regard to his Excellency, he had fought all 
Occafions to exafperate, mal-treat, infult and abufe the .° 
Affembly, who, however, refolved to overlook all In- | 
dignities for the Good of their Country 5 and that the . 
faid Governor, finding that he could not provoke them 
to return the ill Treatment they met with from him, 
had, on the 5th Day of Oéfober then laft paft, comman- 
ded them to adjourn for four Weeks ; and tho” upon the . 
Application of the Affembly (who upon that Occafion 
humbly reprefented to him, that feveral Bills and other: 
Affairs of great Confequence to the Publick were then 
depending before the Houfe, and therefore pray’d the 
Adjournment might not be for fo long a Time) he had 
been pleafed to fhorten the Adjournment by the Space 
of two Days only 3 yet before the Time of their Meet- 
ing came, he had prorogued them to the gth of Decem- 
Ger, and from thence by the feveral repeated Proroga-. - 
tions, to the Month of ‘June, 1728, and then diffolved . 
them, apparently to prevent any Enquiry into, or Re- ; 
prefentation of his Mal-Adminiftration.
